A star marked special police yesterday 
led to. the identification of James Regan, 
owner of a pool and billiard room at Fifty- 
second and Halsted streets, ag one of the 
three men who shot Wert B. Speyer, the 
milk dealer who refused to join a union, 

The star was found by Detective Frank 
Zink of the Englewood police station. He 
was looking about the rear of the Speyer 
yard when he discovered, the piece of metal 
lying on the ground. 

Zink remembered that he had seen a 
similar emblem worn by Regan. He went 
at once to see Regan and took him to see 
Mrs, Speyer. She said that she was cer- 
tain that the man was one of the three who 
had attacked her husband. When Zink re 
turned to Regan’s podlroom he showed him 
the star. 

**Sure’s that’s mine,“ declar 
reaching out his hand for the star. 
did you find it?’ 


Denies Ownership of Star. 

When Zink told him that it had been found 
in the Speyer yard near the soene of the 
attempted murder, Regan denied that it was 
hia star, but admitted that it looked Uke 
his. He said that he Was sure that he was 
mistaken in first thinking that it was the 
one that he had lost. 

Regan was arrested and taken to the D- 
glewood station, where he refused to talk 
about the affair, further than to insist that 
he had been mistaken in thinking that the 
star was his and that he had nothing te do 
with the attack on Speyer. 

Speyer, who lives at 482 West One Hun- 
dred and Tenth street, was shot as he was 
standing in the rear of his barn on Sunday, 
Aug. 16. Me had formerly been a member of 
the union, but for more than a year had 
been out of the organization. He also had 
refused to consider again becoming am- 
iated with the organization.

excessive tariff. This denies to the people 
altogether the economies of production that 
competition under a protective tariff should 
develop.“ 

In another place in the same speech Mr. 
Taft said: 

When changes take place in the condi- 
tions of production likely to produce a large 
reduction in the cost of production in the 
United States, it is time for the schedules to 
be reéxamined, and, if excessive, they should 
be reduced to bring them within the jurisdic- 
tion of the rule by which the amount of tariff 
to be imposed under a protective system may 
be properly determined.“ 


How Session Will Be Called. 

Mr. Taft declined to discuss in detail his 
manner in calling the new congress in special 
session. It was pointed out that it would not 
be possible for President Roosevelt to issue 
the call, inasmuch as the sixty-first congress 
does not come into being until after the ex- 
piration of his term of office. 

Public notice on the part of the newly 
elected president, however, of his intention 
to issue such a call as soon as he had taken. 
the oath of office would have the same effect 
as an Official call in bringing the congressmer: 
together, and a formal call, although issued 
after their arrival in Washington, would be 
just as effective with them for mileage 4 na 
poses as if sent out ten days before. 

There is no constitutional or statutory pro- 
vision regarding the time that must elapse 
between the issuance of a call for a special 
session and the time of its assembling. The 
call might be issued immediately after the 
inauguration and the session begin at once. 
If Mr. Taft is elected that will be the pro- 
cedure followed. 


EXPRESS RATES ARE RAISED 
FOR CHICAGO AND MILWAUKEE 


Advance of 15 Cents Per Hundred 
Pounds Is Announced to Take Effect 
on Sept. 1 Between Cities. 


Having permission of both the interstate 
commerce commission and Wisconsin rate 
commission, express companies operating on 
railroads and steamship lines between Mil- 
waukee and Chicago will advance all express 
rates Sept. 1 to and from Chicago. The raise 
also affects Milwaukee between the suburban 
stations and between Milwaukee and all 
points south in the state. The advance 
ranges from 5 to 15 cents. 

In other words, the present rate of 60 cents 
per 100 pounds between Milwaukee and Chi- 
cago wil! be increased to 75 cents. 

For the last twenty years the exprese rates 
between Milwaukee and Chicago have been 
upon the basis of 60 cents per 100 pounds. In 
that t it is claimed by the companies, 
expenses ‘of handling and transporting ex- 
press matter have gradualiy increased. 

Some months ago the express companies, 
including the Adama, American, and United 
States, went before the interstate commerce 
commission and declared that they cduld not 
longer carry, express matter at the old rates. 

The whole matter was carefully gone into 
by both commissions, with the result t each 
commission has authorised the 4 of 
the new schedule. For the present; at least, 
the rates between Milwaukee and points west 
are to remain as heretofore |

official threat that he would place police of- 
cers enough in said polling place to enforce 
his said command, and if his orders were 
not obeyed there would be trouble. 

Capt. John M. Haines used 
loud, boisterous, and threatening language; 


that he obstructed the polling place and in- 


terfered with the progress of the primary 
election, contrary to his duties as a police

Recalls “Some Trouble.“ 

Capt. Haines at night said he had not been 
notified that the charges hed been filed 
against him. 

“There was some trouble at the polling 
place between myself and the Judges over the 
presence of one man from the county central 
committee,“ he said. In the past, a repre- 
sentative of this organization has been al- 
lowed in the polling place and I believe I was 
well within the law when I requested that he 
be allowed to remain. I have no remembrance

But later, when he 
has his book better in hand, the writing !m- 
proves and there are some scenes that he 
has worked up to a white heat of intensity 
with great dramatic power.

But it is on town Hfe and the manners of 
the idle crowd that Mr. Patterson dwells 
oftenest.

TUNNEL IS LATEST LINK IDEA 


Victor Falkenau Prepares Plans 
for Connecting Boulevard. 


7 


COST WOULD BE $4,450,000. 


— 


Scheme Contemplates Widening Mich- 
igan Avenue to 259 Feet. 


A surface boulevard connectin 
and south side boulevard sy$tems at Mich- 
igan avenue and a tunnel running parallel to 
it from Randolph to Ohio streets is the latest 
plan presented by Architect Victor Falkenau, 
president of the Falkenau Construction com- 
pany. Mr. Falkenau says he feels more 
strongly than ever the need of a connecting 
link that will preclude the possibility of be- 
ing bridged, and the only thing he considers 
practical is a tunnel. 

Accordingly he has designed such a con- 
necting system, with the cooperation of 
Architect C. H. Hammond, and made esti- 
mates on the cost of the improvement. His 
total estimate is $4,450,000, 

This would require the condemnation of the 
block between Michigan avenue and. the IIII- 
nois 


orty Feet Wide. 


The design contemplatesa tunnel forty feet 
wide and twenty feet high, with proper ap- 
proaches and all having a grade of four feet 
in 100. The tunnel isto be lined with white 
enamel bright throughout and the approaches 
to be built of Bedford stone. 

The lighting scheme contemplates a line of 
large incandescent lights at an elevation so 
that reflectors will throw the light towards 
the ceiling. The air of the tunnel will be kept 
moving sufficiently by the autos passing 
through it at a fair rate of speed, so that no 
artificial ventilation will be required. 

The plans shOw monumental entrances 
and at Lake street a sufficient depth is at- 
tained to permit erecting a bridge across the 
tunnel entrance, while at South Water street 
the tunnel proper begins, and over the port- 
als various decorative features could be used. 

The city, if it saw fit, instead of leaving the 
block from South Water street to the river a8 
an open green could build large stores and 
warehouses in order to obtain rents from this 
ground. 

The tunnel as planned by Mr. Falkenau 
runs northward under the west end of Kirk’s 
soap works, and the center of it would be on 
a line with the Chicago avenue water tower, 

Might Mean New Station. 

„On either side of the approaches,“ said 
Mr. Falkenau, grass plats with trees would 
give it an attractive appearance, and the 
whole scheme might suggest to the Illinois 
Central railway the opportunity for erect- 
ing a modern railroad passenger station 
nearer the center of the city than the prea- 
ent one. 

“Should the lot between South Water 
street and the river be left as an esplanade 
it would be appropriate to erect there a mon- 
‘ument in commemoration of Fort Dearborn. 

„% The firms on the west side of Michigan 
avenue would then, having a street for heavy 
teaming only, find it much easier to conduct 
their business than at present, and the Rush 
street bridge, being relieved of the pressure 
of vehicle traffic, would be better able to 
take care of the demands made on it. Fur- 
thermore, pedestrians would not be com- 
pelled to jump over skids placed across side- 
walks from wagons to warehouses. 

“This scheme also contemplates a drive- 
way between Michigan avenue and the tun- 
nel connecting with the north side by meang 
of a bascule bridge, thus permitting those 
who desire to cross on the level to use the 
pridge in preference to the tunnel.“ 

Estimated Cost $4,450,000.

Humane Society Says Police Not 
Responsible for Suffering. 


GIRL MAKES A COMPLAINT.

| Miss Carrie Scanlan Tells of a Patrol- 
man’s Bad Marksmanship. 


If any cruelty to animals results from Chief 
Shippy’s order to have unmuzzied and un- 
leashed dogs shot, the owners and not the 
police are morally responsible. This position 
was taken officially by the Illinois Humane 
society in a letter written to Miss Carrie M. 
Scanlan, 8826 Rhodes avenue, who com- 
plained that dogs often are shot severai times 
before they die. 

Miss Scanlan's complaint was based upon 
the assertion that the shooting as now prac- 
ticed is unnecessarily cruel to dogs. Her let- 
ter follows: 

There Was a policeman who shot a beauti- 
ful collie dog right in front of our flat build- 
ing at 5:45 a. m. today. It ran into the weeds 
and tried to get away from him. He fired five 
bullets into that dog and then did not kill it. 
He used the animal for a practicing target 
and then left it for dead. Full two minutes 
elapsed when the thing gave one convulsive 
shake all over, and I guese that was the last 
Then the policeman went up the street and 
shot another dog and fared no better in his 
alm that he did at the first one. 

“My object in writing this is to beg of you 
to try and do something and see if this thing 
cannot be stopped. If Chief Shippy and his 
men were shooting down criminals that en- 
danger public life every day it would pay a 
great deal better. I am from the east and 
where I come from the Humane society does 
not stand for any monkey shines. I feel ag 
though I would like to give that man à taste 
of what he gave the collie dog.” 


Humane Society’s Position. 


The society’s position is outlined in a reply 
dictated by the secretary, George A. H. Scott, 
whose letter in part is as follows: 

„ We regret very much that the owners of 
dogs do not observe the ordinances of the 
city and either muzzle their dogs or hold 
them in leash while they are on the streets. 
If this were done it would not be necessary 
for policemen to do any shooting. Unfortu- 
nately, when a policeman starts out to shoot 
a dog he does not always kill it with one shot 
and in some cases has to shoot several times, 
causing the dog great suffering and pain 
before he finally kills it. The intention, how- 
ever, is to kill it as speedily as possible. 
Chief of Police Shippy has requested that the 
best shots on the force be used for this work 
with a view to preventing just what has hap- 
pened in the case you reported to us. It will 
be reported to the proper authorities,” 


Dogs Hard to Kill. 


“ A dog has nearly as many lives asa cat.“ 
said Chief Shippys secretary, Max Nutbar, 
in commenting on the letters. “ Often after 
a clean shot is made a dog will keep on run- 
ning, and it is true that the animals seem 
to know something is wrong at the start 
and try to get away.

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TOBACCO GROWERS SCORED 


Gov. Willson in Seathing Letter 
Refuses to Withdraw Troops. 


CITIZENS FAILED IN DUTY. 


Kentuckians Denounced for Permitting 
Night Rider Outrages. 


Frankfort, Ky., Aug. 22.—Gov. Willson 
tcday made public the text of a scathing re- 
piy to a letter and resolutions which had 
been forwarded to him by the officials of 
Trigg county, stating that the presence of 
troops was not desired in that county and in- 
ttmating that the soldiers had committed 
acts of lawlessness. Trigg county, which is 
in the dark tobacco district, near the Ten- 
neesee line, has been the scene of an un- 
usually large number of night rider depreda- 
tions. 

Gov. Willson, before proceeding to reply, 
quotes in full the letter, and the resolutions, 
which are dated Aug. 18, and forwarded from 
Cadiz, Ky., and written on the letter heads of 
the Planters’ Protective association—the or- 
ganization of the dark tobaccogrowers. The 
signatures are led off with the names of 
County Judge G. B. Bingham and Sheriff W. 
C. Broadbent of Trigg county. The letter and 
resolutions recite that at a massmeeting at- 
tended by 500 citizene of Trigg county, those 
present pledged themselves to make every ef- 
fort to restore order and peace. 


Pledge Restoration of Order. 

Among other statements, the resolutions 
contain the following: 

„ Without reciting the various acts of Vio- 
lence and without touching on any acts of 
lawlessness on the part of the soldiers, we 
desire to asure your excellency that we can 


do all or more than the soldiers can.“ 


The resolutions state that the presence of 
the soldiers is a hindrance to the execution 
of justice by the civil tribunals, and declare 
that their withdrawal would be in the inter- 
ests of law and order. 

In his reply Gov. Willson commends the 
spirit shown by the mass meeting, and ex- 
presses his belief that those present can 
restore order in Trigg county and live up 
to their pledge. If such a pledge had been 
taken at the outset of the depredations, 
eighteen months ago, and carried out there 
would now be no need of soldiers in the 
county. 


Crime Left Unchecked. 

“But,” says the governor, “ during that 
eighteen months hundreds of people have 
been intimidated by a secret oath bound 
league; brutal assaults and arson have been 
committed and a long list of crimes recorded. 
And during all this time not one of you who 
offer this pledge has caused the arrest of 
anybody, although many of the crimes were 
so open and shameless that many of you Who 
sign these resolutions not only knew of"the 
outrages, but knew where officers could have 
laid their hands on the perpetrators. You 
have not made a single affidavit, caused a 
single arrest, or even asked for a warrant. 

“The people of your county were made to 
feel that they could not rely for help on 
either yourselves or the peace officers. And 
while you did nothing yourselves, you never 
asked aid of the state government, but 
showed hostility to the state government’s 
measures to protect life and property.“ 


Used Riders’ Stationery. 


In conclusion the governor takes a part- 
ing shot at the signers of the resolutions 
for engrossing them on the stationery of the 
Pianters’ Protective association—a name 
which, he says, recalls the raids on Prince- 
ton, Hopkinsville, and a number of other 
places. On the ground that the lives of the 
few brave men who have attempted to pros- 
ecute night riders and who have asked for 
protection would be endangered, and their 
property put to further risk of destruction, 
he refuses to withdraw the troops. Such a 
step, he says, would remove what little pro- 
tection has of late been afforded and leave 
the district at the mercy of the riders.

Types in Pullman Shops. 


WIDER SEATS AND AISLES. 


First Deliveries Will Be Made in Chi- 
cago by Sept. 20. 


Promises that Chicago will have the most 
complete and beautiful street cars in the 
world, to the number of 680, were made 
yesterday by Traction Expert Hereley. 

A dream of traction locomotion for patrons 
of the Chicago Railways company was de- 
picted by Mr. Hereley, who, going forth in 
sorrow and anger to Pullman to find why 
the cars were being delayed, came back 
radiant with the visions which had been un- 
folded to him. 

Mere rapture over the prospect in store 
did not deter Mr. Hereley from prosecuting 
his search for facts. The first of the new 
cars, he learned, will be on the streets about 
Sept. 20, running on the North Clark and 
Madison street lines. These will be fol- 
lowed at the rate of twenty a week until 
the entire contract is filled. 

The new cars will be painted a golden 
brown. According to information proffered 
Mr. Hereley during his stay at Pullman 
they will outshine anything ever before at- 
tempted in the street car line. They will be 
antiseptic in construction, with specially ar- 
ranged heating devices, wide seats, wide 
aisles, wide doors, and greater length than 
is seen in any type of car now in use in Ch. 
cago. 


Wide Seats and Aisles. 


The cars will be of the pay-as-you-enter 
type now in use on the lines of the City Rail- 
way company. Ascending the step with the 
assistance of an antiseptic metal handle, 
suggested by Health Cor~issioner W. A. 
Evans as being more desirable than the germ 
harboring brags, the passenger will cross an 
eight foot platform and enter a car with 
seats thirty-six inches wide, separated by a 
twenty-five inch aisle. Some of the types 
of car now in use have only a twenty-eight 
inch seat and an eighteen inch aisle. 

The car, brilliant with hardwoods, will be 
Ughted with six thirty-two candle power 
lamps in the ceiling, and the passenger who 
drops into a seat to read his daily paper will 
find at his side a frosted incandescent globe, 
just like the ones in sleeping cars,“ accord- 
ing to Mr. Hereley, to. illumine the page. 
Should the passenger prefer to smoke he will 
find on the front platform places to strike 
matches, and cuspidors. 


No Slipping on Steps. 

The steps. of the cars will be covered with 
a composition of metal and rubber, to pre- 
vent slipping in bad weather. 

Much also is claimed for the operating 
features of the new cars. Each is fitted 
with four interpole motors, having a com- 
bined capacity of 160 horse power. A feature 
of the equipment of particular interest is a 
new type of controller, said to be proof 
against flashing or burning out.

These brokers and many others of the more 
conservative members of the exchange ad- 
vised. their customers to close out their ac- 
counts In expectation of a violent swing one 
way or the other, as a result of the manipula- 
tion.

CLEVELAND STRIKERS RIOT; 
POLICE FIRE ON THE MOB. 


Capmakers Attack Strike Breakers as 
They Leave the Factory and Free 
for All Fight Follows. 


Cleveland, O., Aug. 22.—A flerce riot be- 
tween striking capmakers and strike break- 
ers took place today. One man was badly 
beaten and several were hurt by flying mis- 
ies. The police were compelled to fire on 
the mob before they could break up the riot. 

The strike breakers are employed by Ed- 
ward Levy & Co., and as they were leaving 
the factory the strikers in a body attacked 
them and a sharp encounter followed. Blows 
with clubs and bare fists were exchanged 
and the street was crowded with a fighting 
mob. Stones flew thick. 

Special Policeman A. H. Témpleton ran to 
the scene of the trouble and, seizing several 
of the men, tried to pull them apart. He 
was hurled to the ground by the strikers, 
who kicked and beat him. 

He raised himself to his knees and fired a 
shot in the face of the mob, which imme- 
diately scattered. Several other shots were 
fired, but the mob had lost its flerceness. 

A squad of policemen arrived on the scene 
just as the shots were fired. They dispersed 
the crowd and the workmen left the place in 
safety. 

The strikers have been in an angry mood 
fot many weeks, and many fights have oc- 
curred between them and the men employed 
to do their work. 


BRIDE OF 10 GENIED PREACHER. 


Maryland Minister, Aged 67, Taken to 
Sanitarium for Treatment for 
Mental Trouble. 


Baltimore, Md., Aug. 22.—The intended 
marriage of the Rev. George S. Fitzhugh, 
aged 67, and 10 year old Lulu Virginia Fra- 
Fler, a license authorizing which was issued 
at Ellicott City, Md., a few days ago, will not 
take place. 

The minister is still suffering from the 
heart attack to which he fell victim shortly 
after obtaining the license, and he will be re- 
moved to a sanitarium tomorrow, two doctors 
having examined him at the request of his 
children, and declared him in need of treat- 
ment for mental troubles.

Brown, in rushing forward te arrest one 
speaker, jostled a woman over and was put 
under arrest by a constable who was present. 
He was later arrested again for disturbing 
religous worship, because he arrested a 
preacher for using flery language during 
prayer. 

As fast as one speaker was arrested the 
chairman would call upon another and the 
speaking would continue as though nothing 
had occurred. 


Men Urged to Stand Firm. 


A. R. Fairley, member of the miners’ na- 
tional executive board, was the chief speaker 
and he counseled the men to observe the law 
and to stand firm by the union. Each of the 
speakers arrested, as well as Brown, was 
able to give bond before leaving the grounds. 

All is reported quiet tonight, although the 
situation remains extremely critical.

Austin, Tex., Aug. 22.—[Special.]—The 
state railroad commission has advised the 
attorney general that the Texas corpora- 
tion of the Rock Island raflroad is violat- 
ing state laws. 

The commission asks that suits be filed 
against the road for forfeiture of its charter 
and to place it in the hands of a receiver. 
The principal charge against the road is 
that it is owned and controlled by an outside 
corporation, in violation of the law of the 
state. 

It is also urged that suit be filed against 
the International and Great Northern, on the 
grounds that the proceeds of certain receiver- 
ship certificates are intended for illegal use.

ROME, Aug. 22.—What is said to be the 
inside history of the domestic troubles of 
Caruso has béen told here. 

The woman, according to rumor. whose 
shortcomings Caruso affects to deplore was 
not his .wife, but a beautiful singer who 
years ago left her home and husband. Ca- 
ruso bought for her a beautiful villa near 
Florence. Last winter the husband threat- 
ened divorce proceedings, so Caruso and his 
inamorata planned to take up American citi- 
zenship in order to allow the latter to ob- 
, tain a divorce and marry the tenor. 

When the opera season was finished in 
New York Caruso went on a tour and the 
woman went to London. There the tenor 
was to rejoin her. Later, however, she fell 
madly in love with the tenor’s chauffeur, but 
when Caruso arrived in London for the opera 
season she went to live with him. 


Flees with Driver of Car. 

Caruso was at that time negotiating for the 
purchase of a beautiful place at Nice. 
Caruso had to remain in London for private 
concerts, and the woman went to the Flor- 
entine villa, but soon afterward fled with 
the chauffeur to Nice, taking with her jewel 
ry to the value of $160,000. 

Caruso went posthaste after the fugitive. 
He obtained possession of his two sons, but 
failed in his efforts to induce the woman to 
abandon the chauffeur. 


Gets Help from Husband. — 


It is said that Caruso, in his despair, ap- 
pealed to the legitimate husband of the 
woman, asking him to interpose his conjugal 
authority and convince the wife that she had 
gone too far in preférring an obcure chauf- 
feur to*the celebrated signer. 

Advices from Rome add a piquant touch to 
the tale, which recalls an episode in Daudet's 
Femmes d' Artists.“ It is that the woman, 
whose name is Gilda Giachett!, was actually 
kidnapped by her own husband, who for sev-

household disguised as a chauffeur.

DOYLE CALLS DIVORCE LAWS 
NATIONAL SHAME AND SCANDAL 


English Author Declares Judicial Sep- 
aration Preventing Remarriage a 
“Wicked Arrangement.“ 


[BY CABLB TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

LONDON, Aug. 22.— A greater amount 
of preventable misery arises from the opera- 
tion of the divorce laws than from any other 
cause in the social life of this country.“ 
says Sir Arthur Conan Doyle in a con- 
tribution to the Daily Telegraph's silly 
season correspondence on Ideals of Mar- 
lage. 

Conan Doyle advocates making divorce 
easier. He asserts that Christians fix their 
eyes so intently on isolated texts that they 
lose sight of the broad spirit of Christianity 
and consequently contempt is brought on the 
church. 

“Statistics of the 14,000 people every 

year, he writes. who are consigned either 
to celibacy or immorality by the wicked ar- 
rangement called judicial separation are a 
national shame and scandal. What can be 
done to bring about a more rational system 
of divorce? I am convinced that the vast 
majority of the community desire it, but 
this majority are not organized nor articu- 
late, while our opponents are. Some strong 
central body, with extended local branches 
and definite political influence, is needed be- 
fore wt can hope for success. 
“The fight against medievaliem and big- 
otry may be long and hard, but those who 
take part in it will have their strength upheld 
by the knowledge that they fight for thou- 
sands of scattered, helpless people who are 
unable to fight for themselves.”

Kuropatkin’s Memoirs, Pub- 
lished in McClure’s, Re- 
veal Secret History. 


RUSSIAN RULER WARNED. 


Allows Commercial Aggression 
in Far East to Go On Despite 
Japan’s Resentment. 


{From Meciure'e Magazine for September. Copy- 
right 1908. by the S. 8. McClure Co.] 

The conrmercia! aggression of a clique of 
promoters, of which the czar himself was one, 
with an investment of the royal family funds 
of $1,500,000, was the underlying cause of the 

teaestrous Russo-Japanese war. McClure’s 
magazine in its September issue, publishes 
the first of a series of extracts from the mil- 
Hary memoirs of Gen. Kuropatkin,- minister 
of war for Russia during the year immediate- 
iy preceding the outbreak of hostilities in 
January, 1004. 

The narrative of Gen. Kuropatkin is trans- 
lated by George Kennan, the veteran student 
of Russian affairs, who has added an illumi- 
nating foreword and an article describing the 
royal timber enterprise which wielded such 
tremendous influence upon the destinies of 
the empire.

Two Causes of War. 

Two facts that shed a world of light upon 
Russia events are made clear in Gen. Kuro- 
patkin's history. 

The first is that the czar, while declaring 
repeatedly that he desired by all means to 
avoid a war with Japan and instructing his 
ministers to use all their power to that end, 
permitted the Corean timber company, in 
which he and the grand dukes had invested 
several millions of dollars, to continue its 
politico-military aggressions which eventu- 
ally dragged the empire into a war for which 
it was unprepared. 

Further back In point of time, but of equal 
influence in bringing about the impasse with 


Japan which made war the only. solution

possible, was the choice of the Manchurian 
route for the transsiberian railway. It is 
shown that this crossing into foreign terri- 
tory was a stimulating influence toward 
turning the eyes of the Russian ministry 
to the far east and its possibilities of ex- 
ploitation. The commercial activity and 
consequent military occupation aroused the 
suspicion and opposition of both China and 
Japan, and laid the groundwork for the dis- 
putes which brought about the war. 


Seizure of Manchuria. 

“This change of route,“ says Mr. Ken- 
nan in his introduction, was the first strik- 
ing proof of the fact that Russia, in the far 
east, had begun a policy of energetic action. 
The occupation of Port Arthur,the foundation 
of Dalny, the construction of the southern 
branch of the railway, the formation of a 
commercial fleet on the Pacific, and the tim- 
ber enterprise of State Councilor Besobra- 
zoff on the Yalu river. in northern Corea, 
were all links of the same chain which was 
to unite permanently the destinies of Rus- 
sia and the destinies of the far east, and 
thus bring gain to Russia.“ P 

There is a prevalent opinion,” says Gen, 
Kuropatkin, that if we had confined our- 
selves to the construction of the main trans- 
siberian road, even df we bullt a part of it 
through northern Manchuria, there would 
have been no war; that the war was caused 
by our occupation of Port Arthur and Muk- 
den, and, more particularly. by the Bex Bezo- 
brazoff timber enterprise in Corea.“ : 


Kuropatkin Foresaw Trouble. 
Gen. Kuropatkin was opposed.to the ocou- 
pation of southern Manchuria, believing that 
ft would end in trouble with Japan, in which 
he was opposed by Admiral Alexieff, then 
commander of Kwangtung. This problem 
was, however, apparently settled by the 
treaty made with China in 1902, which pro- 
viced for the evacuation of Manchuria within 
a rear, with the exception of a military guard 
tor the railroad. 

“ Mukden had actually been evacuated,” 
continues the general, “when suddenly 
everything was stopped by order of Admiral 
Alexieff, whose reasons for taking such ac- 
tion have not been cleared up. {Mr. Kennan 
in his supplementary article prints corre- 
spondence which seems to establish the fact 
that Alexieff was interested in the timber 
enterprise, and, like the czar, wes completely 
dominated by the state councillor, Bezo- 
brazoff.] Mukden, which we had already 
evacuated, was reoccupied, as was also the 
city of New Chwang. The Yalu timber 
enterprise assumed more importance than 
ever, and in order to give support to it, and to 
our other undertakings in northern Corea, 
Admiral Alexieff sent a force of cavalry with 
field guns to Fengwangcheng. 


Actions Alarm Even Europe. 

“There is good reason to affirm that the 
unexpected change of policy that put a 
stop to the evacuation of Mukden was an 
event of immense importance. 80 long as 
we held to our intention of withdrawing all 
= troops from Manchuria and so long as 

refrained from invading Korea with our 
enterprises there was Httle danger of a 
break with Japan; but we were brought 
alarmingly nearer to a rupture with that 
power when, contrary to our agreement with 
China, we left our troops im southern Man- 
churia, and when, in the promotion of our 
timber enterprise, we entered northern 
Korea. The uncertainty, moreover, with 
regard to our intentions, alarmed not only 
China and Japan buteven England, America, 
and other powers. 

In spite of the minister of war, the aggres- 
gions of Russia in the far east continued; 
Dalny was improved, created, and fortified: 
evacuation was so long delayed as to be 
practically abandoned, and the activities of 
the Promoter Bezcobrazoff grew bolder. He 
made bolder and bolder proposals, even ask- 
ing for the concentration of 70,000 troops in 
southern MancHuria for the protection of 
the concessions of the timber company. 

While publicly proclaiming his opposition 
to the far east policy, Alexieff met many of 
the promoter’s requests, and showed a desire 
to support with his left hand the schemes 
of the state councillor. 


Army Is Used Freely. 


In the operation of the timber company, 
Whose stockholders were members of the 
royal family; Bezobrazoff made free use of 
the army, many of the important posts of the 
enterprise being held by army officers.

ROOSEVELT WAY DIRECT, 


Appeals Show the Vital Part He 
Played in Bringing End to 
Russo-Japanese War.

Japanese, and all the interests of the United 
States had but concentrated upon one thing 
the speediest conclusion of peace on such 
conditions which, while satisfying the na- 
tio self -love of the Japanese and securing 
their capacity for paying their debts, would 
at the same time not transfer into their 
hands the hegemony of the Pacific ocean— 
them the Russian plenipotentiary, or, to be 
more exact, Count Witte, never could have 
succeeded iu returning from Portsmouth 
with a treaty guaranteeing, as we venture to 
ica had remained as before, on the side of the 
hope, peace im the far east for many years 
to come. ’ . 
American Public Opinion Won, 


The whole cleverness of Count Witte con- 
sisted, first, in his ability to win over public 


opinion in the United States, which, until 


then, was hostile to Russia, and to dispose it 
in Russia's favor so strongly that even Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, notwithstanding his per- 
sonal relations and friendly sympathy which 
bound him together with one of the Japa- 
nese diplomats, had to submit to the influ- 
ence of the rise of sympathy in the hearts 
of the American nation for a people of white 
race and Christian faith. 

Prof. Kovalevsky then goes on to say that, 
having watched from Europe through the 
American press the change of popular sym- 
pathy, which went over from victorious 
Japan to Russia, which had suffered de- 
feats, he felt hopeful that, despite the many 
difficulties, despite the excessive demands 


made by the one and the obstinateness of the 


other power. the thing would in the end 
turn in tavor of Russia. 

When, on May 25, 1005, the American 
ambassador, George Von Lengerke Meyer, 
in audience with the czar told him of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's readiness to offer both of 
the warring powers his services as arbitrator 
to arrange a meeting of the accredited rep- 
resentatives of both sides for the purpose of 
clearing up the question as to the possibility 
of discontinuing the war, the Russian as 
well as the European press seemed unable 
at once to find the reason why America was 
called by circumstances to pave the way 
toward a cessation of the vainly protracted 
bloodshed. 


Why the President Intervened. 

This idea was clearly expressed in the in- 
structions given to the American ambassador 
by the president of the United States. Ac- 
cording to the president, he voiced the con- 
vietion of all those who stood outside the 
conflict, among whom also were Russia's 
warmest friends, holding the present war 
hopeless for Russia, and that it might end 
only in the toss of Russian dominions in 
eastern Asia. In order to prevent such an 
event, which the president regarded as 4 
disaster, and an imminent disaster, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt resolved to offer to both sides 
at his own risk and upon his own responsi- 
bility, without any outside intervention, to 
make clear the questions as to possible con- 
ditions of peace. 

The Russian ambassador to the United 
States, Count Cassini, was the first to hear 
of this proposition from the president. The 
head of the American government, says 
Prof. Kovalevsky, did not consider it neces- 
sary to hide his belief thet the speediest 
conclusion of peace was in the interests of. 
Europe as well as the United States. Cas- 
sini availed himself of the opportunity to 
remark, by the way, to the president that 
the strengthening of the Japanese fleet at 
the cost of the Russian fleet would hardly 
do in the interests of the United States. 


Witte’s Task Difficult. 


“The task of our chief plenipotentiary, 
Count Witte,” says Prof. Kovalevsky, was 
rendered all the more difficult by the circum- 
stance that it was expected of him to estab- 
lish ‘solid friendly relations with Japan so 
Russia's position in the future in the far east 
shall be secure, giving us opportunity to di- 
rect our creative forces for the internal or- 
ganization of the empire and to protect our 
vita! interests in the near east as well as the 
wett.“ 

According to reports from the United 
States, the president gave the newly ap- 
pointed Russian ambassador, Baron Rosen, 
to understand that the conditions under 
which the Japanese would agree to conclude 
peace were unknown to him, but he had rea- 
son to believe that Russia's proposition to 
stop war operations before the conclusion of 
peace would not appeal to the Japanese gov- 
ernment. 

During Baron Rosen’s visit at Oyster Bay 
President Roosevelt did not conceal from the 
Russian envoy that in the beginning of the 
conflict between Russia and Japan all his 
sympathies were on the side of the latter, but 
in the course of events on the battlefield his 
sympathy commenced to turn to the side 
of Russia. Complete dislodgment of Russia 
from the shores of the Pacific, from the 
standpoint of the political balance of the far 
east, seemed to the president most undesir- 
able for the United States. Considering the 
war as already lost to the Russians, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt did not conceal] his apprehen- 
sion that in case the war should continue 
Russia would be deprived not only of Sakha- 
lien but of all her possessions on the Pacific, 


Advised Immediate Peace. 


In view of this he advised that péace be 
concluded as quickly as possible, however 
difficult the conditions. 

Neither the peace treaty et Prut, signed 
by Peter, nor the treaty of Paris, which 
ended the Crimean war,” said President 
Roosevelt, “harmed the military prestige 
of Russia, nor did they check the natural 
growth of her power. The same wil! happen 
again at present.“ 

In the United States, says Prof. Rovalev- 
sky, not all approved the president’s inter- 
vention in the Russo-Japanese relations, and 
many declared him to be one sided because of 
his desire to support the Japanese interests 
and that of her ally, England. Mr. Roose- 
velt tried to show the groundlessness of such 
estimate of his attitude. In official spheres 
in the United States it was also hinted that 
the English government had pointed out to 
Japan that she would hardly ever have a 
better opportunity to strike Russia a sum- 
ciently decisive blow to render her completely 
powerless in the far east. i 

These reports, declares Prof. Kovaley 
were contradicted by reports received oy tea 
Rugsian diplomats directly from England, 
and; besides, they seemed improbable, for it 
waa-hardly in the interest of Japan's ally to 
create for Japan the position of sovereign of 
the eastern seas. 


English Diplomats for Peace. 
The reports received by the Russian diplo- 
mats from London in time were confirmed. 
In a recent article on Portsmouth which 
appeared in the Revue de Droit Internationel 
et de Legislation Comparée we read the 
following concerning public opinion in Eng- 
land toward both warring nations: 
“Germany a& Well as England wanted 
peace to be concluded. The humiliation of 
Russia seemed profitable from the point of 
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casion to speak gave me to understand that 
under present conditions it is more than 
dificult for us to get money. 
It ie therefore necessary,” concluded 
Witte, “to change such attitude toward us 
and to follow in this respect the example of 
the Japanese by influencing the press sys- 
temiatically and attracting to our side in- 
fivuential people. Important financial - 
tions are possible only in America and par- 
ticularly in France. Germany is not able 
to give much, even in the event it should 
evince an inclination to do so. My arrival 
in America has created the proper at- 
mosphere. It cultivated, it will be possible 
to make financial operations; but it is es- 
pecially necessary to attend to France. It 
is essential to come to a serious understand- 
ing with the French government and to do 
the same we will begin with the financiers 
of both parties—‘the Lyons credit and 
Rothschilds party.“ 8 


Takes Americans’ Advice. 


Notwithstanding the lack of confidence on 
hhe of Witte in the happy outcome of the 
negdijations, he agreed to take the advice of 

elt with regard to the order of con- 
sidering the various questions of the treaty 
separately. Mr. Roosevelt proposed to ais- 
cuss first those questions on which agree- 
ment was likely to be reached. Witte had 
thought at first such a method would result 
only in loss of time. 

In all lkelihood,”’ added the Russian en- 
voy. Mr. Roosevelt had said the same to 
the Japanese, and in this war we may ex- 
plain why there are questions on which dis- 
agreement is imminent.” ' 

From this statement it is evident, says 
Kovalevsky, that Mr. Roosevelt did every- 
thing in his power to prevent the breaking 
of the negotiations. Witte explained Roose- 
velt’s persistence by saying that being the 
initiator of the conference, for which he was 
attacked by his political enemies, Mr. Roose- 
velt would naturally have been vexed more 
than anybody else if the plenipotentiaries 
were to break off negotiations right after the 
first meeting. 


Small Hope for Russia. 


Witte wrote to Lamsdorf, minister of 
foreign affairs, Aug. 4, that in case peace 
negotiations should be broken off, Roosevelt 
would not take the initiative in calling an- 
other conference. Witte added in this com- 
munication: 

I have not the slightest doubt that con- 
tinuance of the war would be the greatest 
misfortune for Russia. We may be able to 
defend ourselves more or less successfully, 
bul we will hardly be able to defeat Japan. 
The only favorable outlook for the future 
may be based, perhaps, on exhaustion of her 
powers.“ N 

The war and navy departments, says 
Kovalevsky, were for war, and Admiral 
Birilev, in charge of the navy department, 
ascribing all Russia's defeats to the inabil- 
ity of the commanding generals, spoke of the 
past defeats as unimportant, but the minister

It I dare express my opinion frankly, we 
could categorically break off all negotia- 
tions with Japan only on condition of ¢om- 
plete confidence that the army, commanded 
by Gen. Linevich, ean defeat the enemy. 

The Russian government was-beginning to 
feel more convinced that the time for the 
conference to end its activity had arrived. 


Advised Calling Conference Off. 


In answer to a new cable received from 
Baron Rosen Aug. 9, in whici: he transmitted 
the contents of a conversation with Mr 
Roosevelt concerning the possible terms of 
peace, word was sent from the czar that the 
Japanese needed money the worst way and 
as Russia would not give any money there 
could be no agreement on that point. There- 
fore it would be aimless to continue this 
state of uncertainty. Just at this moment, 
when apparently everything had been tried 
and Russia stood on the eve of a renewal. 
of war operations, Mr. Roosevelt sent to 
Count Witte for transmission to St. Peters- 
burg a cablegram, the message which ap- 
pears elsewhere in this article. 

On the same day—evidently fearing lest 
Witte should not carry out his instruction 
with regard to transmitting the message, 
the president cabled to the American ambas- 
sador to see the czar and transmit to him 
exactly the same message. At the same 
time the président had done everything pos- 
sible to dispose the Japanese toward yield- 
ing: In a letter to Baron Kaneko he pointed 
out to him that it was not becoming to Japan 
to continue the war simply for the sake of 
getting indemnity. 


Scores Money Considerations. 


would not blame Japan, he said in 
that document, “if it had broken off nego- 
tiations on account of Sakhalien, but if the 
war shall be renewed merely for the sake 
of monéy it will not only not get it but it 
will quickly lose the sympathy of the Amer- 
ican people as well as that of other nations.

„ Desiring to show his complete readiness 
in every way to help toward the restoration 
of peace, and thus further the desires of 
Mr. Roosevelt, who has expressed so in- 
cerely friendly feelings toward Russia, his 
imperial majesty agrees to concede to the 
Japanese the southern part of Sakhalien pe-

I have no doubt that it is to Japan's 
advantage to conclude peace, but in my judg- 
ment it is infinitely more to the advantage 
of Russia. If peace be not made now and 
war be continued, it may well be that, though 
the financial strain upon Japan be severe, 
yet in the end Russia may be shorn of those 
East Siberian provinces which have been 
won for her by the heroism of her sons dur- 
ing the last three centuries. The proposed 
peace leaves the ancient boundaries abso- 
lutely intact. The only change in the terri- 
tory is that Japan will recover that part of 
Sakhalien which was hers up to thirty years 
ago. As Sakhalien is ah island it is, humanly 
speaking, impossible that the Russians 
should reconquer it, in view of the disaster 
to their navy, and to keep the north half of 
it as a guaranty for the security of Viadi- 
vostok and Eastern Siberia for Russia. 

It seems to me that every consideration 
of national self-interest, of military expedi- 
ency, and of broad humanity makes it em- 


inently wise and just for Russia to conclude - 


peace substantially along these lines, and it 
is my hope and prayer that your majesty ° 
may take this view.

ALLEGED DYNAMITER IS SHOT 


Two Men Discovered Attempting 
to Blow Up Jeweler’s House. 


POLICEMAN -WOUNDS ONE.

Money Demanded on Threat to Kidnap 
Son of Intended Vietim. 


Search for twoalleged members of a Black 
Hand gang, who attempted to wreck with 
dynamite and gunpowder the home of An- 
tonino Lumia at/49 Gault court, was started 
yesterday by the polige. One of the conspira- 
tors was shot when the two fied from the 
scene. | 

Policeman McFadden of the East Chicago 
avenue station fired a dozen shots after the 
fleeing men. Guglielmo Stefano, who lives 
next door to Lumia, was awakened by the 
shots and he told the police he saw one of the 
fleeing men panting and gasping for breath, 
his tongue hanging far out of his mouth, 
as they ran through an alley in the rear of 
Lumia's house and disappeared in the dark- 
ness. 

Based on this information the detectives 
immediately began a search in north side hos- 
pitals and other places where the wounded 
dynamiter might have been taken by his com- 
panion. 

The men are believed to be the ones who 
several months ago fired two loads of buck- 
shot through a window of Lumia’s house, 
narrowly missing Mrs. Lumia, and eluded 
their pursuers after they had fled througn 
several alleys and rear yards. 


Threat to Kidnap Jeweler’s Son. 


The attempt to wreck Lumia’s house is 
believed by the police to have been caused 
by the refusal of Lumia, who is a jeweler, 
to comply with the demands made in a let- 
ter he received several months ago. The 
writer threatened to kidnap Lumia’'s 11 year 
old son unless $800 was placed under a side- 
walk at Gault court and Division street.“ 

The two men were seen by Mrs. Joseph 
Tiffany, 51 Gault court, an hour before Po- 
liceman McFadden caught sight of them. 
Mrs. Tiffany was seated at the window 
when she heard a missile strike the glass. 
She looked out and was startled to see two 
men standing in Lumia’s yard making mo- 
tions with their hands. Knowing that Lumia 
had received several threatening letters, she 
feared an attempt would be made to wreck 
his place and that the pebble throwing was 
done to cause her to move out of the danger 
zone. . 

She immediately telephoned the police, and 
Lieut. Doherty ordered Policeman McFadden 
to watch the place. The policeman was 
standing in front of Lumia’s stere when he 
heard a noise in the rear of the house. He 
started to walk through the areaway, when 
he saw the two would be dynamiters. They 
sawethe policeman at the same time and 
started to run, followed by Policeman Me- 
Fadden, who opened fire on the fugitives; 


Fugitives Leave Can of Powder. 

The policeman continued the chase until 
he reached Oak street, where he stumbled 
against a plank and fell. Meanwhile the 
fugitives gained time and disappeared. The 
policeman believes one of the firstshotg hit 
one of the men, as the fugitives were less 
than fifiecn feet from him when the chase 


began. 

In their haste te escape the men aban- 
doned 4 large tin receptacle containing three 
pounds of a black powder, believed to be 
gunpowder, - perhaps mixed with a more 
powerful explosive. The top of the can was 
covered and in the center is a small hole, 
from which a four inch fuse protruded. The 
explosive was found within ten feet of 
Lumia’s house. Inspector Backus sent the 
can and its contents to the city laboratory 
to be analysed. t |

He also charges that the well known Chi- 
cago Frenchman has sought to ruin his rep- 
utetion and business with the purpose of 
driving him from Chicago. 

On his part Mr. Brosseau, although refus- 
ing to discuss the suit and the charges in de- 
tail, asserts the charges are untrue. 

The charges are outrageous. The man 
is mot married,“ he said. ‘“ Migneronm has 
tried to get money outof me before, There is 
no proof of the truth of his charge and I 
have not even seen the woman since leaving 
Montreal. I have nothing further to say.“ 

He further said that all the talking would be 
done by his attorney, Colin C. H. Fyffe of 
Fyffe & Adcock, and that the suit will be 
fought to a finish. 

Hunt for Lawyer and Wife. 


Mr. Brosseau’s statement that Attorney

yesterday.

ROCK ISLAND STOCKS GO UP 


Rise in Face of Receivership 
Rumor Held Significant.

HEADS’ SHOW CONFIDENCE. 


Officials of System Insist Market Job- 
bers Started Rumors. 


The stocks of the Rock Island advanced 
in the New York market yesterday and ap- 
parently were unaffected by the reports of 
a receivership for the property. The com- 
mon shares were up a point or more and 
the preferred crossed above 30. Officials of 
the road denied that there was any possi- 
bility of a receivership and this view seemed 
to be accepted by the market. 

B. L. Winchell, president of the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pace raflway, denied the 
reports emphatically during the day. He 
said they had been circulated for stock 
jobbing purposes. The financial interests at 
the head of the system in New York were 
equally emphatic in their statement that the 
road is able to meet its obligations. 

Rock Island securities have been a foot- 
ball on the New York exchange for a week 
or more, however, and one of the controll- 
ing interests in the company—D. G. Reid 
has been credited with very heavy sales of 
the shares. -The market gossip in New York 
has accused him of hammering Rock Island 
for the effect it would have on other securi- 
tles It is the general belief that Mr. Reid 
has not been the only inside seller. 

Reid Denies Selling. 

Mr. Reid, however, denied he was selling 
the stock. 

“JT am not in the stock market, either on 
one side or the other,“ he said. “If I had 
sold the amount of stock I am credited with 
having sold I would have to be the Bank of 
England and the Rothschilds combined.” 

He also said of the receivership report: 
„It ig a silly fabrication put into circulation 
by a lot of cheap tradens for their own pur- 
poses. 

Management Wants Change? 

It has been known for some time that the 
management of the Rock Island properties 
was trying to rid itself of the cumbersome 
organization of the Rock Island company 
of. New Jersey, the holding corporation by 
which the Rock Island and Frisco system, 
are bound together. 

About $26:000,000 of the preferred stock of 
that. organization controls both the Rock 
Island and Frisco lines. It is the stock of 
this corporation that has been kicked about 
in the market, the shares of the old Rock 
Island being held as collateral back of the 
various collateral bond and share issues of 
the New Jersey corporation. 

System’s Organization Criticised. 

The financial organization of the system 
long has deen criticised severely by finan- 
clal authorities, whe-claim the railway com- 
pany has been called upon to do much. Prac- 
tically all of the Chicago, Rock Island, and 
Pacific railway stock is owned by the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island and Pacific railroad, and 
all the stock of the latter company is owned 
by the ‘Rock Island company of New Jer- 
sey, whose shares are traded on the stock 


exchange. _

The mag- 
nitude of his gifts, as measured by the stand- 
ard of those days, can hardly be fully appre- 
ciated at the present time. 

“The breadth of his character was shown 
in the fact that hisjnterest In the association 
was continuous throughout the entire fifty 
years of its history, notwithstanding impor- 
tant changes in policies and methods of the 
association. It is not surpriseing that such 
a man should have left an abiding impression 
on the community.” 

Cyrus H. McCormick, former president of 
the association, for many years a member of 
the board of trustees, and a lifelong friend of 
Mr. Farwell; said, in a telegram from Vic- 
toria, B. C.: 

„In the death of John V. Far well Sr. the 
Young Men's Christian association has met 
with a severe loss. The Chicago association 
owes more to Mr. Farwell Sr. for its existence 
and its early prosperity than to any one else, 
except its founder, Mr. D. L. Moody. Throug 
his whole life Mr. Farwell has been its active 
and steadfast friend, and has always main- 
tained a close relationship to the associa- 


tion.“

RAINS THROUGHOUT ENGLAND 
STOP PHENOMENAL DRY SPELL 


In Some Parts of Country Drcught Was | 
Complete, but Downpour Throughout 


Day Relieves Conditions. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 


LONDON, Aug. 22.—Thursday saw the end 
of the second phenomenal spell of dry weath- 


er England hed this summer. In some parts 
of the country the drought had been complete 
and the farmers and fruit growers were in 
despair. At Portland Hill no rain fell from 


July 17 to Aug. 19, and at Jersey the aggre- ‘ 


gate measurement of rain for that period was 
only .07 of an inch. In London the total 
measurement of rain for thirty-one days was 
.22 of an inch. 

Rainfall was more frequent in Uootland 
and Ireland, but in these parts of the king- 
dom the shortage was considerable. At Leith 
the measurement for twenty-four days was 
11 of an inch, while at Roches Point it was 
only .08 of an inch for twenty-three days, 
and even at Valencie the aggregate measure- 
ment this month was 11 of an inch. 

The weather summary issued by the mete- 
orological office shows a considerable de- 
ficiency of rain for the whole summer in the 


extreme south of England. English channel! 


stations show a d of 3.26 inches, 
while for the southwest district of land 
the deficiency was 38.07 inches, and in south 
Ireland 301 inches. In most districts the 
aggregate rainfall since the commencement 
of the year was less than the average de- 
ficiency, amounting to 5.7 inches in the Eng- 
lish channel and exceeding four inches in 
southwest England and south Ireland. 

Thursday, however, rain fell heavily 
throughout the day and meteorological fore- 
casts indicate a rainy spell. 


MONEY BOARD LEAVES LONDON. 


Senator Aldrich ‘Says Work Was Satis- 
factory and Information Wanted 
Was Obtained.

“Tt has been most satisfactory,” said Sen- 
ator Aldrich. “ We have obtained all the 
information we wanted and everybody has 


! frequently walks and talks with her 


rich Americans who in past summers have 
made this resort so gay, who filled the res- 
taurants, bought the heaviest banks at the 
gaming tables, and dispensed largesse with 
a free hand? Thie is the cry of Aix this 
summer. The comparative absence of 
wealthy American visitors is the main cause 
of the worst season the resort has had in 
many years. Although the management of 
the Casino and the Villa des Fleurs and the 
town authorities put on a brave face and as- 
sert the season, is at least an average one, 
those Americans who know Aix realize that 
such is not the case. The many economies 
practiced on every side are conclusive evi- 
dence of the bad conditions. 

The Casino is now closed at midnight daily. 
Only two operas, and those frequently re- 
peated and with Inferior artists, are given 
at the Villa. and the fireworks at the Villa 
are little in quantity and poor indeed in qual- 
ity, while the. one display of the kind at the 
Casino in three weeks was in sad contrast 
to those of summers past. Gambling shares 
this summer in the general depression. There 
are no large banks at baccarat, no star play- 
ers, no spendthrift American or English 
youths to make a. sensation, and, while the 
tables always are surrounded, the play is 
comparatively small and the putters com- 
plain bitterly of the poor banks. 


Other Resorts Attract. 

There is another reason for the compara- 
tively poor season at Aix, and that is, the 
rise in popular favor of other resorts Which 
peculiarly appeal to the richer American 
and English summer visitors to the continent. 
St. Moritz, for example, is fashionable this 
year, and even Vichy has had a quasi-revival 
of its old popularity, although it, teo, has 
suffered from the American crisis... The auto- 
mobile also has done its share in injuring 
business, and whereas in former days indi- 
viduals and families would come here and 
remain for weeks, now they frequently rush 
in, in their autos, and depart after a stay 
of a day or two. 

The star attraction this season, as for many 
years past, ie George, king of Greece. The 
town is never weary of talking of his walks 
and his dinners at the Casino and villa, of 
whom he honored by selecting as his guests, 
and so on, and at his appearance he is fol- 
lowed by a throng of curiosity seekers, among 
whom women predominate.

Check on Tolstoi Birth Fete. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 22.—The prepa- 
rations for the celebration of Count Leo Tola- 
toi’s eightieth birthday on Sept. 9 are strong- 
ly disapproved by the government, and some 
of the authorities are bringing pressure to 
bear to check the celebration. 

The ministry of education has vetoed the 
decision of the University of Kazan to con- 
fer upon Count Tolstoi an honorary member- 
ship, which corresponds to the honorary de- 
grees of the American universities, 

The governor of Tamboy has sent a circular 
letter to his subordinates prohibiting the 
observance of the anniversary, holding that 
several of the count’s books, particularly 
“My Religion and Memoirs of a Soldier,“ 
prove him an enemy of the church and the 
government. 

Many cities, however, are participating 
officially in the preparations for the celebra- 
tion.

SWEDISH MINISTER’S FAIR FOE

Though Refused Presentation to Oscar, 
Mrs. Von Claussen Will Get to Meet 
Italy’s King and Queen.

ROME, Aug. 22.—An interesting competi- 
tion, it is said, shortly will take place in 
Rome for the beautiful eyes, as the Italians 
say, of a handsome American woman.

“I this morning received a letter from my 
representative in Holland, in which he in 
forms me that buyers are there at present in 
large numbers from Russia, Austria, Ger- 
many, and France. 

There appears to be a plentitude of 
stones, but the market is spare of larger ones, 
say anything over a karat. Merchants are 
getting better prices daily and the position 
undoubtedly is improved in every way.” 

As to whether he was doing a greater busi- 
ness here than during the recent months he 
answered: ~ 

We have sold more stones, both cut and 
uncut, during the last four weeks than we did 
during the previous six monthe. Nor am I 
surprised at the improvement. Confidencejs 
returning, money is cheaper, and stock 
values are improving. The reduced output 
of the largest diamond mines has not been 
without effect and the disappearance of the 
labor troubles has had a beneficial effect.” 


Good Stones Are Cheaper. 

Asked whether diamonds now were cheaper 
than formerly, owing to the prolonged de- 
pression, he said: “ Yes, in a way they are, 
You will now get a better stone for 6100 than 
formerly, though the cheaper goods probably 
are being retailed at the same prices as those 
ruling before the slump. The determination 
of the trade to maintain prices will prove 
later to have been its salvation." 

With regard to the American influence on 
the position. another well known merchant 
said: Trade is always largely affected by 
the conditions which obtain on that conti- 
nent. I do not know whether the American 
dealers have digested the large stocks with 
which they loaded themselves some time 
back, but from the improvement which is 
daily taking place in America’s industrial 
condition and from the fact that some of the 
best known of its dealers are now hunting 
for bargains in Holland, I am inclined to 
think America anticipates an immediate 
growing demand and what that means to the 
diamond industry I need not tell you.”

MAD CRAZE FOR VACCINATION 
SEIZES COURT OF CAMBODIA. 


King Bisawath Acts Promptly When 
Death Invades Royal Family, and 
Now There Is Dearth of Virus. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 

PARIS, Aug. 22.—Telegrams received from 
Ca dia state that Sisawath has been vac- 
cinated and that a perfect craze for vacdina- 
tion has set in at his court. The plague broke 
out not fong ago at Pnompena and the French 
doctors wished to vaccinate the people, but 
one of Sisawath’s sone, Duong Mathura, de- 
clared himself against vaccination. ‘and, al- 
though one of bis wives died of the plague, 
he refused to allow her body to be removed. 

Soon afterwards he caught the plague him- 
self and died. His father, the king, imme 
diately sent for doctors and was vaccinated. 
He wanted to be vaccinated four times, once 
on each leg and once on“ each arm, and the 
doctors had the greatest difficulty in making 
him understand this was unnecessary. Then 
all the ministers were vaccinated ‘and all 
the king’s wives and all the royal household, 
and the rush to follow their example has been 
such that more vaccine has been telegraphed 
tor from Saigon. 

The only people of distinction in Pnompena 
who refused to be vaccinated are the min- 
isters of war and the daughter-in-law of-the 
king. They threatened to commit suicide if 
forced to allow the doctors to operate on 
them. The king wasted no words, but just 
shut them up in the palace until they changed 
their minds.

Since Jan. 1 every drop of milk supplied to 
the people of Sandhausen has been pasteur- 
ized by Mr. Straus’ system, and the results 
have been remarkable. 

In the first. seven months of 1907 thirty 
children under ‘the age of 1 year died. 
the first six months of the present year, dur- 
ing which they have been supplied with pas- 
teurized milk, only nine children have died. 

Thie conclusively proves, said Mr. 
Straus, that two out of every three chil- 
dren who die under the age of 1 year are 
killed by raw milk. I want no easier job 
than to go into a town and reduce the death 
rate. I will undertake to cut it in half at 
once by merely pasteurizing the milk on 
which children are fed.“

Commission Charge a Conspiracy. 

The complaint of the Texas commission, 
which names sixty-seven railroads and other 
common carriers as defendants, claims that. 
the proposed rate advances are unreasonable 
and also charges a conspiracy on the part 
of the roads through the Southwestern Tariff 
association for the suppression of competi- 
tion and restraint of trade. 

The. interstate commerce commission has 
postponed until Deo. 1 the effective date of 
its wrder prohibiting the payment of grain 
elevation allowances, on the Missouri river, 
which was issued in the case of the traffic 
bureau and the Merchants’ exchange of St. 
Louis against the Burlington, Rock Island, 
Missouri Pacific, Frisco, and Missouri. an- 
sas and Texas roads. The order, which was 
originally made effective on Oct. 1, prohibits 
the payment of a grain allowance of any 
amount to the elevator companies who un- 
load the incoming grain from the cars and 
reload it into outgoing cars.

To Decide Illinois Rules. 

Important questions relating to freight 
rates and shipping rules in Illinois are sched- 
uled for consideration on Sept. 10, at a meet- 
ing of the Illinois railroad and warehouse 
commission in Chicago to decide on changes 
in classification, which involve changes in 
rates. The shippers have been invited to be 
present and have been furnished with a 
docket of the proposed changes. 

One of the most important features of the 
meeting will be the consideration of a rule for 
the forwarding of small shipments recom- 
mended by the commission, which is expected 
to arouse some opposition. 

The rule réquires that each package, bundle, 
or piece of less than carload freight must 
be plainly marked with the full name or 
initials of the consignee and the destination 
in full to insure proper delivery, ‘“‘even if 
separated from the way bill,“ and imposes 
other restrictions as to the marking of freight. 

The objection arises not from the rule itself 
but from fears as to its interpretation in prac- 
tice. Such a rule recently adopted by the 
official classification committee was the 
cause of a suit in New York a short time ago 
because the road required a destination mark 
on each of small articles usually shipped 
loose in bulk.

Put-In-Bay. O., Aug. 22.—After a stormy | 
closing session of the national fraternal con- 
gress last night over the minimum rate of 
assessment plank, the uniform bill, which 
is modeled after the fraternal] insurance law 
of Ohio, was finally ed and will be rec- 
ommended to the state legislatures this fall. 

“The substance of the whole question,” 
said one member, “is this: A few of the 
Insurance companies are doing business 
under lower rates than the societies of the 
congress and consequently are getting more 
business. To prevent it we are now trying 
to force those organizations to a higher rate 
and will continue the fight on the floors of 
the legislatures. To prove the position right 
the solvency or insolvency of the fraternal 
organizations must be shown to the public.

The feature of the meeting was the an- 
nouncement that stringent efforts will be 
made to prevent the pubtir from betting with 
the accompanying threat in case the Coney 
Island Jockey club found it impossible to 
enforce this rule the gates would be closed to 
the public and the various stake events run 
off without the attendant gathering of spec- 
tators, in order to meet the obligations in- 
curred by the jockey club, 


Warning to Public. 


A resolution was passed by the executive 
committee of the Coney [sland Jockey club 
at a meeting at the Windsor Arcadé this 
morning as follows: 

“That the autumn meeting of the Coney 
Island Jockey club be run off with eleven 
days of racing, omitting the two Fridays 
which fall during such sessions, commencing 
on Aug. 29 and closing Sept. 12.

Fight Fans Discussing Probable 
Return of the Left Shift. 


‘KETCHEL IS QUACK WITH IT, 


; 


Critics Say Stanley Is More of Adept 
Than Bob Fitzsimmons. 


: Is the left shift coming back into popu- 


larity with the fighters? This is the ques 
tion fans who have been watching the recent 
battles of Middleweight. Champion Stanley 
Ketchel aie asking. The shift which made 
Bob Fitzsimmons champion heavyweight of 
the world when he fought James J. Corbett 
at Carsc City, Nev., on St. Patrick's day in 
1897 is the greatest stock in the punching 
trade of Ketchel. It won him the middle- 
weight title when he defeated Dilly Papke in 
ten rounde at Milwaukee and since that time 
he has used it in several battle with more 
deadly effect than against the Kewanee boy. 

Ketchel’s left shift is declared by those who 
have seen the Michigan man in action to be 
en more effective than that used by Fits 
simmons. When Fits shifted in his fight with 
Corbett and landed the finishing blow to 
the solar plexus every one who saw the punch 
declared it a wondef. Fits could hit and hit 
hard from most any angle, but Ketchel is 
now declared to be the greatest puncher from 
any position that hae appeared in the ring in 
many years. 

The shift which Ketchel uses is not unlike 
that of the Cornishman, but the Michigan 
man's speed of foot and with his hands is 
making the blow more of a prize winner with 
him than it did with Fits. In his fight with 
Hugo Kelly, the Chicago Italian, whom he 
knocked out in the third round, and in his 
last and third battle with Joe Thomas, who 
‘hit the canvas for the fatal count in the sec- 
ond session, Ketchel’s work was a revela- 
tion to the fans. The quickness with which 
h@ won both contests showed not only the 
effectiveness of the left shift which brought 
him in close enough to his opponents to put 
in the finishing blow, but also the many other 
blows which he has at his command. 

Stanley is conceded by fellow fighters to 
be a puncher of more than ordinary caliber, 
having the knockout dose ready to admin- 
ister in either hand, but it is his ability to 
hand it out from almost any angle that is 
making him famous. Possessing much speed 
in footwork, his whole makeup is of the loose 
jointed variety and in no matter what posi- 
tion he may find himself he can hit and hit 
hard enough to hurt his man. Unlike many 
fighters, he does not have to set in order 
to put in a telling blow. This probably never 
was better demonstrated than in his contest 
with Kelly. 4 

It ig recalled in that fight that Kelly was 
putting it all over Stanley, but that the mo- 
ment Hugo momentarily opened up his de- 
tense Ketthel hooked over his left and 
knocked his man down and out. A fan at 
the ringsice said Ketchel did not have time 
to tet,“ but simply hooked over his left 
from à position not the best for a knockout 
punch. But the blow did the Work and 
showed conclusively the advantage the Mich- 
igan man holds over other men im his class. 

But there cannot be any doubt of the bene- 
fit the left shift is to Ketchel, and in the hands 
of a natural fighter like him it is a deadly 
weapon which his opponents will try to keep 
away from. 

— 

Three times and out proved correct in the 
case of Joe Thomas. The Californian, wha 
thought he could lick Ketchel after having 
been beaten twice previously, had his opinion 
ehanged with rapidity on Tuesday night 
when he was slugged to the mat for the ten 
count in less than two rounds. Thomas a 
year ago was considered probably the best in 
his class. But then Ketchel came along and 
it was his first fight with Stanley that sent 
Joe down the decline. 

In this last mill Thomas figured that if he 
could come into the ring at catchweighte he 
would have a good chance to turn the tables 
on Ketchel. Stanley readily agreed to let 
him do so, but it seems the catchweight 
proposition was just as beneficial or more 
wg? the * 1 as to Thomas. 

e speed with which the champion has 
dispo of his last two opponents is making 
the fans sit up and take notice, and they 
are beginning to wonder what will happen 
when he meets Billy Papke the next time. 
Papke is the toughest Stanley has had to 
tackle and is such an aggressive fighter, in- 
cidentally being able to weather out hard 
punches, that there is only the smallest kind 
of a coterie of fans whoa believe there will 
be a quick finish to the contest when they 
come together.

Salvado, in 
his delightful description of hig life in Aus- 
tralia, exclaims: ‘' How often have I not 
used their dancing songs in order to encour- 
age and urge them on in their work. I have 
seen them not once but a thousand times 
lying on the ground with minds and bodies 
wearied by their labor, yet as soon as they 
heard me singing the ‘ Machielé, Machielo,’ 
which is one of’ thelr commonest and favor- 
ite dancing songs, they would yield to an irre- 
sistible impulse and rise and join me with 
their voices. They would even begin to dance 
joyfully and contentedly, especially when 
they saw me singing and dancing among 
them like any other savage. After a few 
minutes of dancing I would seize thé oppor- 
tunity to cry out to them in a metry voice, 
‘Mingo, Mingo,” a word meaning breast, 
which is also used in the same way as our 
word courage. After such an exhortation they 
would gradually set to work again. And 
they would begin afresh with such good will 
and eagerness that it seemed the dance 
of ‘Machielo’ had communicated to them 
new courage and néw vigor.” 

All the wide world over savages always 
raise a chant when compelled to overcome 
their natural laziness. In many cages they 
use words and melodies which perhaps were 
originally intended for amusement. But it 
is also well known that workingmen every- 
where stimulate themselves by special songs 
of exhortation. 


One of the wise men, Prof. Bucher, has 
made a collection ofthe working songs from 
various‘civilized nations, ang Winterbottom 
has collected the satirical and erotic boat 
songs of the Gold Coast Negroes, and Mark- 
bam has studied the historical and erotie 
plowing songs of the ancient Peruvians. 


Toll Revived by Song. 


When employed in prolonged and monoto- 
nous work they seem everywhere to know 
that toil may be relieved by song. The ma- 
jority of these work poems may perhaps be 
of no striking po¢tical or musica! merit, but 
that does not affect their evolutionistic um- 
portance. There is no doubt thet some of 
the simplest and perhaps earliest specimens 
of poetry are to be found among the short 
ditties sung by laborers during their work. 
The stimulus which these songs give is easily 
understood by anybody without any explana- 
tion. But the invigorating power that comes 
from them is best realized only by those 
who have lived among simple folks and know 
their susceptibility to music. Besides these 
invigorating effects every musical accom- 
paniment by its rhythm regulates the move- 
ments of work, and thus produces a saving 
in the force they expend. When the words 
of the work song refer to the action itself the 
effect is strengthened by verbal ‘suggestion. 
Many of the songs which are sung during 
the manufacture; of weapons and uténsils, 
during boat building, and 80 on. are supposed 
by the half-savage workmen to have magical 
effects. And it in easy for civilized ecientists« 
to believe that chnoes are better bullt when 
the boat building song is properly recited by 
the builders. Only the magic operates not on 
the canoe materia! but on the workmen. 


The psychological influence of the work 
dances is still easier to understand. The 
golfer makes a Sourish before he drives his 
ball.

Gets Unity and Regularity. 

These familiar facts explain why when any 
labor is to be performed by the codperation of 
many hands, such es the harvest or sowing, 
the overseer or chief demonstrates in dance 
or pantomime the motions which the others 
have to gothrough. By the suggestions from 
this performance all the individual workers 
are stimweted in their told. Also, and 
more important than this, is the unity and 
regularity in the work which ¢ome from the 
rhythm of the song and dance. Any work 
which necessitates the cotperation of several 
workers must be executed with greater ef- 
ficiericy the more closely the individuals 
follow to a common rhythm, 80 there is 
no doubt in Dr. Hirn's mind that the incom- 
petence of the Arab and Nubian boatmen on 
the Nile is chiefly a result of their inability to 
get together. Am Arab dragoman is said to 
ha ve observed that a few Huropeans, by virtue 
of their close cotiperation, would do in a few 
minutes what occupies hundfeds of Arabs. 
Most primitive people, however, from the 


farmer negroes of Wert Africa to the Malay 


and Polynesian boatmen, are quite equal to 
concerted action and famous for e wonder- 
ful regularity of their work. This regu- 
larity has been explained by all the travelers 
as a result of the rhythmical gongs by which 
their work is accompanied, 

The most typical specimens of working 
gongs and dances are said to he found among 
the tribes of Oceanla. The people live in little 
islands and are forced to learn to codperate. 
They have developed canoe dances and boat- 
ing songs by help of which the movements of 
the rowers are adjusted to common and 
fixed rhythms The same necessity has pro- 
duced Uke results in a greater or less de- 
gree in every community where the type of 
life makes collective action necessary. 
Among shepherd tribes the individuals can 
get along ‘well enough without help from 
each other. But among farmer folks the toll- 
ers in the flelds act in concert to the busy 
rhythm of the sowing or harvest dances or 
the songs which are familiar even in the folk- 
lore of civilized peoples.

Union of Activity in War. 


More than any other occupation war has 
compelled an active union between the indi- 
vidual members of the tribe. The North 
American Indians, or Ameridans, as the new 
way is, and the Dahomeyazis are noted for 
the soldierlike regularity of their dances. 
The Maori are preéminently warlike and al- 
ways make uniform and regular gesticule- 
tions in the furious movements of their war 
dances: The slightest motions of their fin- 
gers are said to be simultaneous and even 
the rolling of their eves. @ martial Kaffire 
are famously regulcr in theif dances, where- 
as their peacefyl Hottentot neighbors move 
each one separately for himself in their 
strange irregular jigs. 

The regular operation af fighting ia, of 
course, helped by rhyth music.

* Business men have discovered that giv- 
ing their employés a two weeks’ vacation 


tion fund so as to be able to take rest and 
change of surroundings at least once a year 
for himself and his wife. The saying, 
work and no play makes Jack a dull boy,’ ap- 
plies not only to boys but it also applies to 
many fathers and mothers of families. 
They, too, need a change from the every day 
monotony.” 

“But many of the men in the slums and 
other districts of the poor are constantly 
seen going about idle. They must be out of 
work. Is not this a vacation? was sug- 
gested. 

No,“ was the quick reply of the social 
worker. This is not a vacation. This is 
worse than being employed all the year 
around without a stop. To be out of work, 
to be at leisure, and yet not have the means 
to enjoy this leisure, which is the ease of the 
man who is out of work, is a torture rather 
than a pleasure.” . 

“It is undoubtedly true that monotony 
and sameness are wearing away thousands 
of people,“ said a physician living in a dense 
district on the west side. Hundreds of 
women come to me complaining that they 
are not feeling well.“ Hundreds of men come 
with the same complaint. I prescribe a 
medicine to brace them up, a tonic. I tell 
them not to become excited over little 
things, to worry less, and to be cheerful, 
What these people need is a change in sur- 
roundings, a change in scenery, something 
which will keep their mind from themselves, 
from their domestic troubles and petty in- 
terests.

Criminal Judge Who HasHorror of Prisons.

UNICIPAL JUDGE. M'KENZIB 
CLELAND, father of Chicago's pa- 
role system, is an earnest map. He 
was ah earnest boy, and he has taken 
life seriously since the days when he 

pitched hay on a Minnesota farm. 

Nobody is altogether good and nobody is 
altogether bad, but most people stand in 
need of reformation. 

That ts the creed of Judge Cleland, and he 
has made up his mind that part of that re- 
forming must be done by himself. There is 
a strong strain of rugged Puritanism in the 
man, which, however, is softened by & certain 
kindliness and tolerance which was conspicu- 
eus dy its absence from the characters of 
those stern old warriors who rode the chiv- 
alry of England into the dust and made the 
new world possible. 

Judge Cleland was born with a horror of 
many things—a horror of irreligion, a horror 
of intemperance, a horror of vice, and, above 
all, a horror of prisons. He is intlined to 
condemn the whole penal system as a mere 
machine for the manufacture of criminals. 
It was this feeling Which caused him to in- 
augurate the parole system When he took 
charge of the Maxwell street police court 
a system which has been as vigorously oriti- 
cised as praised, but which undoubtedly has 
been productive of much good.

Believes in the Justice of His Cause. 

This aggressive judge is the possessor of 
a remarkable and interesting personality, 
which is calculated to mark him out ae a man 
distinctive. His figure is spare ahd nervous 
and he is conspicuous in his dress by a neat- 
ness which is almost oppressive. His face is 
curiously rugwed and irregular. It is es- 
sentially the face of the enthusiast, Who un- 
der lees fortunate circumstances and in an- 
other age might have been a fanatic. There 
is an air of fixity of purpose, of a certainty 
of his course, about him which id fot belied 
by his life. Judge Cleland never hesitates, 
and if he ever has a doubt as to the perfect 
justice and righteousness of his conduct, ue 
conceals it well. 

Judge Cleland is a Presbyteriam of the 
Presbyterians, and he is thoroughly imbued 
with the spirit of the creed of John Knox. 
To Judge Cleland his religion is 4 faith to 
be held without questionings or ¢criticiem, 
and which forms an infallible rule of life for 
every crisis, big or small, which he is called 
upon to face, ; 

That is the element in the which 
makes for success. He never knowe what 
it ie to doubt. His standards are pturaliy 
aimple and he lives up to then with a severity 


and rectitude which admits of no waver- 
ings. 

Despite the essential Purttaniwm of his 
character, he is @ man of a quick and hot 
temper, and when he is aroused he is apt 
to speak out with a rashness totally opposed 
to his usually judicial temperament. More 
than once during his public career his free 
dom of speech has brought him into oppoel- 
tion with his colleagues or with others, but 
Judge Cleland is not the man to retract or 
rive way, and his opponents gen ly have 
found it wiser to let the subject’ drop.

Author of Chicage Parole System. 

To the general public Judge Cleland is 
best known as the man who introduced the 
parole system. When he left his private 
practice to sit on the bench at Maxwell street 
he had before him an unequaled opportunity 
to put into practice some of the theories 
which he long had held in regard to eriminals 
and offenders against the laws. He was 
called upon daily to decide the temporary 
fate of dozens of the inhabitants of one of 
the most ployglot and poorest sections of 
many tongued Chicago. The great major 
ity of those who came before him were 


‘guilty of minor offenses, such as drunken- 


ness and petty thieving, and consequentiy 
formed good subjetts for the reform judge. 

Drink, drugs, and physical defects! In 
these causes Judge Cleland believes he has 
discovered the root of nearly all wrong do- 
ing. His process of reasoning is simple. 
The causes first must be removed, and then 
the state must ses to it that the offender has 
a chance to mend his ways. That punish- 
ment rarely corrects is the belief of Judge 
Cleland, and so he set about to give those 
who feli into the clutches of the law a chance 
of redemption Without stripes. 

„To one of the simple and direct methods of 
thinking which characterized Judge Cleland 
precedents were of no importance. 

The judge is a man of intense feeling, and 
is deeply stirred at the tragic tales which 
are told in his court. A sure sign of his 
agitation is when he takes off his glasses and 
commences to give them an unfecessary 
polish with his handkerchief. With this 
usually self-contained and unemotional man 
this Mttle habit is a sure sign that he is 
deeply moved. The husband beater or other 
brute who is an habitué of the court trem- 
bles when he sees this polishing. He knows 
that he has overstepped the bounds of the 
judge’s vast patience, and ts at length to 
be made to feel the scourge of the law. | 

Judge Cleland has expressed on many bc- 


casions his detestation of prisons and his be- 
He? that they are prodbétive of more harm 
than good. On one O¢casion he said: 

“If you want to get an idea of the horrors 
which confront a man in prison interview 
the first one who steps out of Joliet.” | 

On another océasion he said: , Railroad- 
ing prisoners to the bridewell means sending 
their faniiliés to destruction.” 

He is so firmly convinced of the evil caused 
by sending minor offenders to jail that he has 
advocated a court for adults Which shall 
have similar powers and purposes as those 
of the Juvenile court. A bill to this effect 
Was introduced into the legislature this 
spring, but was defeated. 

A favorite saying of Judge Cleland is: 

The first offender, when he stands before 
the bar of justice charged with a crime, faces 
a crisis in his life which never will be equaled 
from the cradle to the grave.“ 

As well as being a deeply religion man, he 
ie an active church worker and officiates as 
superintendent of the Sunday school of his 
church. He is also on the boards of numer 
ous religious and semi-religious organiza- 
tions and any cause which has for its pur+ 
port the betterment of humanity is sure to 
find a strong friend in the judge.

Spent Boyhood on a Farm. 

Judge Cleland was born in Delhi, N. T., in 
1860, but his family moved to Minnesota 
when he was 8 years old and he spent his 
boyhood onafarm. He graduated from Mon- 
mouth (III.) collegé in 1882 and went to St. 
Louis, where he graduated from Washington 
University Law school in 18%. He worked 
his way through the law school by doing 
newspaper work. The next year he came 
to Chicago and started to practice law, first 
as partner with D. H. Pinney, ex-justice of 
the Supreme court of Arizona, and later 


with Deloe P. Phelps, formerly assistant. 


United States treasurer. 

When the Municipal court system was in- 
augurated he offered himeelf for election 
and received the hearty backing of the 
churches und law and order leagues of Engle- 
wood, where he has lived for twenty years 
and where he is universally respected. He 
is married and has four children, 

The judge ie not a man who has much time 
for amutements. All his life he has been a 
hard worker and more than ever at present 
when in addition to his judicial duties he 
takes an active part in the work of so many 
religiotis and other organizations Whatever 
spare time he has is spent with his family, 
for he is most distinctly a home man.

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HILL democrat,.a Cleveland democrat, a 
Bryan democrat, a Hearst democrat—in 
short, any kind of a democrat as long as 2 
democrat. That is Norman E. Mack, the 
man who will be William Jennings Bryan’s 
generalissimo in his third advance on the 
White house. \ 

It would be difficult to find two men 


more completely opposite than the two who have been. 


chosen as the respective leaders of the Taft and Bryaa 
forces. Mr. Mack is the antithesis of Frank H. Hitch- 
cock in almost every particular. Hitchcock is young, 
aggressive, asking and taking no quarter, and a man 
who is as much at home in the social world as in the 
political. Mack is a man whose youth is past, a suave 
conciliator and a practical politician who has long been 
counted among the leaders of his party and who fought 
his way upward through a long series of turbulent cam- 
paigns in the vexed field of New Tork state politics. 

Mr. Mack has found occasion to moderate his opinions 
many times, but he boasts that he never has strayed 
beyond the fold of true democracy. He himself said on 
one occasion: “re 

“Every party alters its standpoint from time to 
time, and I see no reason why my own views should not 
alter likewise.” 


R * 
Came to Support of Cleveland in 1884. 

And so he has followed the varying fortunes of the 
successive leaders of democracy since the day in 1884 
when his paper, the Buffale Times, changed its inde- 
pendent attitude and came out in vigorous support of 
Mr. Cleveland. 

He is a smooth man, is Mr. Mack. Long ago when he 
was first starting out to carve his way in the world 
he embarked in a business which above all things else 
in the world. needed a suave tongue. He became an ad- 
vertising man; and that same tact which brought him 
customers in those days has stood him in good stead 
in his later political career—in fact, it has been nd small 


factor in his selection as Mr. Bryan’s campaign man- 
Ager. 


When Mr. Bryan was enthusiastically chosen for the 
third time as the candidate of his party for the presi- 
dency he and his advisers sat down to consider who 
should be the man to whom they should intrust the gen- 
eralship of the campaign. In the south and west democ- 
racy was fairly well united, but there was a turbulent 
spot in the east which threatened trauble if not tactfully 
handled. New York state was split into rival factions. 
A pacificator was needed, and who could be better than 
the wily veteran of Buffalo who for sixteen years had 
kept his hand on the helm in his own state despite all 
the varied storms that he had encountered? 


* * 
Appointment a Surprise to the Public. 

The appointment was a surprise to the general pub- 
lic, for they still remembered the bitter fight which Mr. 
Mack had to retain: his seat as national committeeman 
and his name was not well known outside of the east. 
But they did not stop to think that the eyes of the 
democratic leaders were fixed on New York state, where 
the fate of democracy was hanging in the balance. 

Tammany was growling at the Conners faction, the 
Cleveland democrats were standing aloof in sullen si- 
lence, while the Bryan men were crying for the blood 
of those who professed leanings toward Hearstism. 
Something had to be done and done quickly if troubled 
waters ever were to be stilled. The forlorn hope was 
intrusted to Editor Mack, for he had belonged to all fac- 
tions in turn and was credited rightly or wrongly with 
having the necessary influence to bring about peace. 

Although Mr. Mack from time to time has been fol- 
lowing varying standards, he always has been an ardent 
supporter of Mr. Bryan. Indeed, he claims to be the 
original Bryan man in New York state, although at the 
same time he believes it to be no heresy to have pro- 
fessed affiliations for Hearst in times past. 


* 
Careful Not to Make Enemies. 

He is not a man who ever makes enemies if by any 
possibility he can avoid it. Yet he has waged unrelent- 
ing war on his rival in Buffalo journalism, “ Fingy” 
Conners, for many years. If these two warriors can be 
induced to take arms against the common foe it will 
be a noteworthy reconciliation. “Fingy” through his 
paper, the Buffalo Courier, and Mack, through the Times, 
have reviled each other with such earnestness and in- 
dustry for so long that it would seem impossible for 
them to forget all the gall that has been split. In 1904 
Mack went so far as to have Conners arrested on a war- 
rant for criminal libel on account of a charge made 
through the Courier that Mack had misappropriated 
$40,000. However, things stranger than lions lying down 
with lambs have occurred in politics. 

Mr. Mack is not a great orator. That is not his forte. 
His ability is of the buttonhole order. At times he can 
make a speech and sometimes a good speech, but he 
prefers to get individuals in corners and exercise his 
silvery tongue upon them in a quietly argumentative 
way that he has. It is an effective method, too, and 
often accomplishes a good deal more than the platform 
thunderer does. 

He is alert, quick to see chances and has plenty of 
courage to take them. He has a printing plant in Buf- 
falo which is worth about $100,000, and the story of 
its acquisition illustrates the nerve of its owner. 

About two years ago Mr. Mack woke up to the fact 
that his rivals in the newspaper business in Buffalo 
Were rapidly making fortunes through their trade in 
Sunday colored supplements. The field was closed to 
him because he did not possess a job printing plant 
and could see no way to acquire one. 


* ** 
Enjoys Fight Against Difficulties. 

However, Mr. Mack is not a man who easily gives 
in to difficulties. He comes of a sturdy Scotch-Cana- 
Gian stock and he has fought his way through so 
Many difficulties that he has got to like them. So he 
bought one press and started putting out a halftone 
Supplement. A Pittsburg paper saw it, liked it and 
Save him a contract. Then he went after other con- 
tracts and every time he signed one he bought a new 
machine on credit. He soon was carrying a debt which 
would have made most business men shudder, but Mr. 
Mack was not of that kind. He had plenty of confidence 


im himself and was certain of success. He did succeed, When he was a child his family moved to Pontiac, 
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as he generally has done whenever he has “set out to 
accomplish anything. : 

Confidence is the keynote of the man. He never has 
failed and he has conséquently come to look upon suc- 
cess as his herftage. He now has before him the most 
difficult and by far the most important undertaking of 
his career, and it is scarcely too much to say that he, 
at least, has little doubt of the issue. Certainly if 
energy, courage, and supreme self-confidence can_ win 
he will be victor. 

The belief which Mr. Mack has in himself he ex- 
tends to everything and everybody that comes under his 
jurisdiction. Recently he introduced a friend to the Sun- 
day editor of the Buffalo Times. The following was his 
method of introduction: 

This is Mr. B——. He is the best Sunday editor in 
the country. If he were not the best I would not have 
him.“ 

And what he said he believed. All his employees are 
the best in the world. If they were not they would not 
be working for him. It is a simple form of argument. 


8 
Takes the World Seriously. 

Mr. Mack is a man of medium height, and in these 
days inclining to stoutness. Mr. Mack is not an old man, 
as he has just turned the corner of the half century 
and has sufficient energy to last him for another half. 
The feature of his face which strikes you most notice- 
ably are his large blue eyes. They are a little hard, ex- 
ceedingly quick and convey the impression that little 
of what is going on is unnoticed. Mr. Mack is a Scotch- 
man by blood and he could not fairly be called a humor- 
ist. He looks at the world coldly and dispassionately 
and is inclined to take it seriously. 

Between his eyes there is a strong, sharply cut nose. 
It is the nose of an aggressive, self-reliant man. A 
characteristic nose, but its force is detracted from by 
the jaws, which are not quite so strong as the upper 
part of the face would lead the observer to expett. A 
heavy mustache covers a wide, firm mouth about which 
there is no trace of weakness. Altogether it is a strong 
face, although the lines are softened by the effects of 
prosperity and good living. It is the,face of a success- 
ful man who has not refrained from his share & the 
good things of the world.

Begins Career as Clerk in a Store. 
Mr. Mack was born in West Williams, Ont., in 1856. 
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Mich., where he received his early education in the pub- 
lic schools. He never went to college, but on leaving 
school commenced work as a clerk in a mercantile es- 
tablishment. Here he spent four years learning the 
rudiments of business and learning them well. 

He was, however, too independent in character to 
be ‘content to be a cog in a wheel. He looked about 
him for some means of starting business on his own 
account gd he decided to become an advertising agent. 
His first field covered the two cities of Detroit and 
Chicago and his success was substantial. He possessed 
precisely those qualities which his exacting business 
demanded—persistence, suavity, and a pleasing per- 
sonality. In his own words, he succeeded because 

“T refused to be turned down.” 

In 1874 he went to Buffalo and after following adver- 
tising in that town for four years he decided that he 
wanted to become a publisher. Accordingly, in 1878 
he started the Chautauqua Lake Gazette, at Jamestown, 
N. Y. This paper proved so successful that he was able 
to sell it the following year for a good profit and move 


back to Buffalo, where he commenced the publication of 


the Sunday Times. 

His capital was not sufficient to permit him to pur- 
chase an independent plant and for three years his 
paper was printed by outside firms. But success still 
smiled upon him and in 1881 he was able to buy his 
first press. The paper was now a daily and rapidly 
increasing in popularity. 

Up to 1884 the paper was conducted as an independ- 
ent organ, but in that year Mr. Mack came out strong- 
ly for Cleveland and contributed not a little to the suc- 
cess of the democratic candidate in the Empire state, 
From that time Mr. Mack took an active part in poli- 
tics. He was again and again elected as a delegate to 
various state and local conventions, and he began to 
be looked upon by his party leaders as one of the most 
reliable and valuable lieutenants they had in the state. 
He represented his congressional committee on. the 
state democratic committee for two terms, but declined 
to serve a third period. 


8 
Took Part in Campaign of 1892. 

After serving faithfully and usefully in minor po- 
sitions for eight years, he got his first chance to break 
into national politics in 1892, when he was elected. an 
alternate to the democratic. national. convention. He 
took an active part in the campaign and had the satis- 
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faction of sharing in the victory of his chosen lader, 
Cleveland. 

Four years later he was sent to the national con- 
vention again, but this time as a delegate, and he has 
attended every convention since as one of the most in- 
Auentlal democrats in New York. In this year he joined 
the ranks. of the Bryanites and served as a member of 
his state committee during the campaign. 

Since that time he has been a national committeeman 
for his party and has beet a consistent and vigorous 
supporter, of Mr. Bryan. At the recent convention at 
Denver the’ factional war which threatened to tear 
democratic New York asunder found expression in one 
phase when Mr. Mack came up for reélection as na- 
tional committeeman: He found himself face to face 
with a bitter opposition. However, Dame Fortune has 
smiled so long on Mr. Mack that she has got into the 
habit and he once more grasped victary, although only 
by a narrow Margin. ' 38 

Mr. Mack was married in 1891 to Harriette B. Tag- 
gart of Buffalo. Mrs. Mack is one of the best known 
leaders in Buffalo society and has long been prominent 
in charitable circles. She was a member of the board 
of women managers of the Pan-American exposition and 
Also was appointed on the New York commission for 
the Louisiana Purchase exposition. She is a musician 
of more than average ability and takes a great interest 
in organizing musical circles and orchestral clubs. Not 
a little of Mr. Mack’s influence and success is attributed 


to his. wife. | 3

Music is the one recreation which Mr. Mack has al-* 
lowed himself in his strenuous career. He is too Scotch 
to take life anyway but seriously, but he relaxes a little 
when it comes to a matter of making sweet harmonies. 
He is a member of two musical societies in Buffalo and 
whenever he can spare the time from his many activities 
he may be found in either one of them. 

His taste in musical matters inclines to the oratorios 
and the more elaborate operas. Rag time he will submit 
to sometimes, but down in his heart he abhort it. In 
practice perhaps, it would not be far from the truth to 
say that the strains of a political band have brought 
more solace to his soul than the rhapsodies of Wagner 
or Beethoven. 

While Mrs. Mack is one of the best known social 
leaders in Buffalo, her husband rather eschews society's 
charms. He is a busy man and a practical one and he is 
inclined rather to despise the amenities of his idler. 
brethren. He leaves all that kind of a thing as a gen. 
eral rule to the partrier of his joys and sorrows, and the 
division of labor by no means has proved disadvanta- 
geous to the ambitious politician. 

Mr. Mack has one quality which has stood him in 
good stead on more than one occasion.

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Hobo ethnologists and antaropologists 
find many unusual peoples among the 
Kaffirs, the Iodas, Australians, etc., they 
are quite certain that there are no peo- 
ple so strange as the Ainu of Japan.

Although now confined to Yezo, part of Saghalin and 
the southern portions of the Kurile island, the Ainu 
territory once comprised a the whole of Japan. 
In the national traditions there was a time when they 
could look out on the waters and exclaim: “God of 
the sea, open your divine eyes. Wherever your eyes 
turn there echoes the sound of the Ainu speeca.” The 
full blooded and the half caste are remote survivors of 
the remote Asiatic branch of the Caucasian\race. They 


are dying out so quickly that the number is now lim- 


‘ited to about 20,000. They are not Mongolians, as some 
ethnologists have described them, though their low 
stature, the coloring and the shape of their skulle 
would indicate Mongolian surroundings.

Bodies Covered with Hair. 

The first thing that is certain to impress the 
stranger is their hirsuteness, the entire body from head 
to toe being covered with fine hair. In considering 
their appearance one must admit two things—that they 
are Monkey-like and exceedingly dirty. According to 
an explorer who spent much time studying these peo- 
ple the forehead of the Ainu is narrow and sharply 
sloped backward. The cheek bones are prominent, and 
the nose is hooked, slightly flattened and broad, with 
Wide strong nostrils,

Though 
the hair turns quite black by the time they are grown, 
among caAildren one often sees brown shades which 
turn dlack when they grow a few years older. 


The men have handsome dark beartis, shaggy eye- 
brows, sparkling dark brown or black deeply set eyes, 


prominent cheek bones and high foreheads, and bushy’ 


heads of hair. 

The women average 6 feet 1% or 2 inches, the men 
5 feet 2. 

Ainu men are proud of their beards, which often are 
exceedingly long, for they begin to grow these beards 
when they are boys. By the tithe 4 man is 20 ae 
usually manages to have 4 good beard and one that 
is far longer when he reaches 30. But the women are 
not to be outdone, and though most of taem cannot 
raise a long crop of hair on the lower part of the face 
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they make up for it by having a long mustache tat- 
tooed on the upper and lower lip. They think tais 
makes them look manly. 

Every girl undergoes this painful operation as she 
advances into young womanhood. She is willing to 
undergo this suffering to be in fashion.

Girls Habe Tatiooed Faces. 

A' woman who lived among taese people many years 
” eept a young girl as maid servant, and the woman was 
insistent that the girl’s face was not to be marred 
by tattooing. But one day the woman went off on a 
short journey and when she returned home she found 
the girl aad had her face tattooed. When she asked 
the maid for an explanation she was answered: “I am 
no white ‘woman; I want to be like other Ainu girls.” 

The women are exceedingly shy; they usually droop 
their heads and their eyes are fixed on tne earth; this 
in itself is an indication of their innate 
Though their curiosity may be aroused they refrain 
from asking questions or speaking until they are 
spoken to first. They work exceedingly hard; in fact 
in most households nearly all the drudgery is left for 
them. They are expected to look after the household, 
care for the children, and work out of doors. 

While the men enjoy themselves eating, resting, and 
playing their games the women are kept busy working 
from morning until nightfall. In the early spring the 
women and girls go to the mountains to get the fiber 
fron the elm trees which they make into a kind of 
cloth calfed attuch. When they are not busy in their 
gardens they occupy themselves weaving cloth. They 
cut the wood, twist string and coarse thread, make 
Land mend the clothes for the entire family.

He can not punish her for tai, 
as he fears being cursed. If the man is exceedingly 
rough she will probably call him “shunuma-ush,” 
wnaich means a mangy deer. A young man she win 
call “tontonepper,” which means a little hairy thing. 
and then wild boar and lastly bald pated. A middle 
aged man she will call hokuyuk,“ a man eating bear. 

Although the women are treated as chattels, they are 
not married that way. Some of these girls often have 
a long and romantic courtship. There is nothing an 
Ainu girl enjoys so much as having half a dosen 
strings tied to her bow at one time. But if she has 
any decided preference and she thinks he is basaful 
about making his feelings known she may help him 
along by proposing to him. 

The Ainu considers marriage to be a social and 
family arrangement which affects the parties imme- 
diately concerned more taan any one else. Hence, 
though the parents of a young woman or man desire 
them to marry intoeany particular family or not to 
ally themselves with some other specified party, the 
young people may, after hearing the wishes of the par- 
ents and relatives expressed, marry whom they please. 
Both the young man and the bride or either of them 
have a final word in the matter. In short, the young 
people do their own courting and wooing, and no one 
grumbles at the arrangement.

Where tie young man proposes he asks his father 
and mother to call upon the parents of the girl he has 
been courting. The marriage ceremony is simple; it 
is a feast rather than a wedding service. As soon as 
the bride and bridegroom and guests arrive the bride- 
groom's father congratulates himself, his wife, and 
his son on the choice he has made. But the girls 
father does not neglect his part by saying how proud 
he is. Then they each give the bridegroom some of 
their treasures as heirlooms, and the women give the 
bride a few trinkets. The ceremony is finished with 
dancing and singing. 

While the guests amuse themselves the bride and 
her mother pound the millet and make the cakes and 
get the wine ready. Most of the girls marry when 
they are 16 or 17. Though fairly pretty when young, 
hard work and unkind treatment make them age rapidly. 

The Ainu thinks it foolish to bathe. Their gar- 
ments are made from the elm fiber. The bark is 
peeled off the trees in the early spring. When enough 
bark has been taken off it is soaked and the fibers are 
divided into threads and wound up into balis for use. 
These garments are rough and of a dirty Brown color. 
The women are fond of fancy work, and when they 
have time decorate their husband's clothes and their 
own with elaborate designs. Their huts contain hardly 
any furniture or clothing. It is easy to get admission 
to these homes, for the Ainus are a hospitable people

stood on the steps of one of the larger 
hospitals in the west side “hospital dis- 
trict.” She was poorly clad and her eyes 
were hollow and her cheeks wasted, evi- 
dently by a lingering illness. In her arms 
was a chubby boy, 2 years old, perhaps, 
and clinging to the one unoccupied hand 
was a slender girl. At intervals the girl was seized 
with a racking cough, and at every paroxysm the moth- 
er's lips set in a tight thin line. 

From behind a window in the hospital office two 
physicians watched the little group. One—the younger

“It's a crime to turn them out like that, Doc. That 
woman’ll never get her strength back over there on 
Sholto street, and as for the girl—Gad!

Down on the steps the woman waited until the girl 
was through coughing and then started wearily in the 
direction of a neighboring street can line. They were 
going home. 

“Home” was a room on the fourth floor of a 
tenement on Sholto street. It was a large room. There 
was plenty of space for the cook stove and the bed 


and the baby’s cot, and if you wanted to stretch your 


legs there was always the pavement below. The room 
had the advantage of having a window, too. To be 
gure, it merely connected with a tiny shaft, whose 
only opening was at the top, two stories above, but for 
two hours, in the middle of the day, a good deal of 
light came in—and you can't expect sunlight in a 
Sholto street tenement. Many of the rooms in the 
building had no windows whatever. 

Here, for two months, the family lived on food and 
milk sent in by a charitable organization. After the 
first week the girl could not leave the room. At régu- 
lar intervals through the day she would be seized with 
a racking cough and at every paroxysm the mother’s 
lips would set in a tight, thin line. At the end of the 
second month the girl died. 

Last summer, by a curious coincidence, the same 
woman was about to leave the same hospital. With 
her was the boy, now 7 years old, but no longer the 
chubby youngster she had held in her arms five years 
before. The tenements had got in their work and 
the eyes were old and ont = face worn and wasted. 


Fribune H sad Saves the Boy. 


“They don’t need medicine,” said the physician who 
had been in charge of the case. They need fresh air.

In an hour the necessary gevingements were made 
and the woman and the boy were placed on a train 
and whirled forty miles through green fields and past 
little villages, straight into the country. At the end 
of the railroad journey a carriage was waiting and 
there was a two mile drive over steep hills to a beau- 
tiful grove, extending down a slope to the bank of a 
winding river, and dotted here and there with cottage- 
like buildings and big houselike tents. 
there were children, and women, and more children. 
And every one was laughing. 

When the boy was lifted down from the carriage 
he took a deep breath. Then he plumped down on the 
Srass and seized a tuft of it in both hands, examining 
it with his serious, prematurely old eyes. His mother 
watched him closely, her lips set in a tight thin line. 
Finally he glanced up, saw a big dog bounding toward 
him— and laughed. 

The woman smiled, too—a quivering little smile that 
wasn’t quite sure that it wasn't a sob. 

He ain't laughed before in three years,” she said. 
He's goin’ to get well!’ 

Four years ago, however, the case of the woman 
in the west side hospital and a hundred others like it 
were brought forcibly to the attention of a little group 
of Chicagoans who were interested in what happens 
in summer to the women and children of the Ghetto, 
the Italian quarter, and the congested regions of the 
northwest side. 

Their interest had been aroused by The Tribune ice 
fund, which had been inaugurated the year before, and 
had distributed hundreds of tons of ice, free of charge, 
in the hot, crowded streets of the west side tenement 
districts. Why, they asked, instead of taking artificial 
relief to the babies, could not the babies be taken into 
the country? Trees, grass, fresh air, and sunlight were 
what they needed. Why not take the babies into the 
air? 
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Location Most Beautiful in Illinois. 


In the early summer of 1904, therefore, THE Tarrsune 
inaugurated its summer hospital fund as an adjunct 
to the free ice’ fund, which already had proved itself 
of inestimable value. The result is the condition of 
affairs found by the woman at the end of her ride. 

A twenty acre tract of land, two miles up the Fox 
river from the town of Algonquin, III., extends for a 
quarter of a mile along the right bank of the stream. 
At the top of a gentle slope, 200 feet back from the 
river, are two long, low hospital buildings, each 
equipped in the most up to date scientific manner as 
a modern convalescent hospital. Scattered among the 
trees about the grounds are tents, used as sleeping 
quarters for the overflow from the buildings. More 
than 100 women and children, all sent from the Chi- 
cago tenements without a cent of cost to themselves, 
spend weeks and sometimes months there, enjoying an 
outing in a spot that scores of Chicagoans have ad- 
mitted to be the most beautiful in Illinois. Next year

and kitchen. Plans for other hospital buildings were 
drawn and everything was in readiness to break ground.

Two Buildings Erected This Y ear, 


Early this spring work was begun on the erection 
of the group of hospital buildings designed by Richard 
T. Newberry, one of the foremost architects of the city. 
who gave the hospital weeks of his time in designing 
the buildings. John M. Ewen, who probably knows 
more about building construction than any other man 
in Chicago, superintended the work, making trip after 
trip to Algonquin to look after things in person, 

Two of the buildings now are in use. One is a 
spacious dormitory, accommpdating sixty women and 
children and a full corps of nurses. The other is a 
central administration building, containing the assem- 
bly hall—the center of fhe social life of the hospital 
colony—the dining room, the kitchens, and the store- 
rooms. 

Both are long, low, bungalowlike buildings, stained 
green to harmonize with their wooded surroundings and 
flanked in front and rear with broad, airy verandas. 
Neither contains in its appearance any suggestion of 
the charitable institution. They are more like summer 
villas than hospital buildings. In the assembly hall 
the frolics of the camp are held, 4 piano and an enor- 
mous phonograph forming the basis for the fun, and 
on the verandas, a little later in the season, there are 
to be a series of ideal sleeping rooms, each completely 
screened and furnished with hammock beds.

While the most picturesque of the charities main- 


tained by THE TRIBUNR’S readers, the summer hospital 
is not the only one. The free distribution of ice in 
the tenement districts, which has been going on since 
1903, probably has saved more lives _than the more 
pretentious work of the hospital. 

By an arrangement with the Knickerhocker Ice 
company, the Chicago bureau of charities, and the. vari- 
ous settlements of the west and northwest sides, sup- 
plies of ice tickets are placed in the hands of the set- 
tlement workers, to be distributed to regidents of the 
neighborhood who are known to be in need of such 
aid. With the help of the ice, the babies’ milk is kept 
from spoiling, fever oases are treated with ice packs, 
and housekeeping,. Gificult at best in the tenements 
and doubly difficult during the hot summer months, is 
made at least possible. 

During the fret summer of the ice distribution 388, 
900 pounds of ice were delivered to milk commission 
depots, laboratories, and women and children with ice 
tickets. Hight thousand four hundred and eighty-five 
individuals in 1,697 families were supplied with ice 
without cost of any kind to themselves. This summer, 
thus far, 346 tens of ice have been Pistrituted.

Lodging House an Aid to Hundreds. 

A third — not permanent, but of great signifi- 
cance while it lasted, was the lodging house maintained 
by THe Tripune during the “hard times” following 
the financial panſe of last winter, As the number of 
unemployed men in the city grew, the situation was 
seen to be serious. The Municipal lodging house vio- 
lated its rules and let 200 men sleep on the floor. The 
various charitable institutions were taxed to their ut- 
most capacity and still West Madison street at night 
swarmed with men who had no place to sleep. 

Through the assistance of Marvin Hughitt, president 
of the Chicago and Northwestern railroad, THe TRIBUNE 
secured a four story building at 59 Canal street and 
prepared it to accommodate 1,000 men. In three days 
it was filled, and after that hundreds of applicants had 
to be turned away nightly. 

Soup and bread were given to “all lodgers, and on 
some days meéat,.coffee, and potatoes were added to this. 
Wherever it was possible work was found for the men, 
en the railroads, shoveling the snow from the streets, 


and in other 6coupations. More than $5,000 was con-

NCE again the praises of the American 
girl are sung. This time by a man 
who has studied women of all coun- 
tries in their various lights and shades, 
in their serious and gay moods, and has 
painted them in subjects reaching from 
Madonnas to coquettes. He has trav- 
eled far and wide, and now comes to say 
that the American shop girl presents more opportuni- 
ties for artistic development than the most wonder- 
ful beauties in all Paris. 

Alphonse M. Mucha, far famed for his wonderful 
decorative work, is the man who says he has found 
the ideal model in the little girl behind the counter, 
and not only does Mr. Mucha declare this to be a fact 
but presents a variety of work for which these young 
women have posed to prove that he is serious in- his 
remark. 

Up in the wonderful studio where cqgjors, drawn 
from the rainbows and fashioned into pictures, play 
about and dazzle one’s senses; up here, surrounded 
by the beauties of his creation, Mr. Mucha lounged 
in an easy chair and pointed to a work on the easel. 


* 
Type Is Unknown in Paris. 

“That is made from an American girl selected 
from a shop,” he said. “I might look through all 
Paris and I would not find so wonderful a model. 
Why? Because that kind is not in Paris, it is a type 
of woman unknown to that city. Such a face and 
figure, in fact, type, could not exist in Paris. 

“I know you can't find such a woman in Paris, 
and it has always seemed more than sad to me. They 
are all coquettes. Every ohe of them, from the plain- 
est little girl to the greatest beauty, they are all co- 
quettes; and there is, for that reason, a sameness 
about the expression that becomes tremendously tire- 
some. 

“I have heard much and seen much of the Parisian 
beauty. I have painted many and have heard many 
an artist rave over the wonder of the Parisian model. 
I cannot say that I find the Parisian woman so won- 
derful that I must paint her exclusively, or even to 
@ great extent; she cannot suit herself to the artist's 
work as well as the American girl. She has not the 
keen appreciation of the idea he wishes to portray, her 
one idea seems to be of the frivolous, butterfly crea- 
ture, and this attitude toward life and conditions is 
the same from the lowest to the most elegant.” 


=: * 
Better Acquaintance Adds to Charms. 

Mr. Mucha has been in America some time now, 
and says he is more charmed with the American 
woman and girl as he grows better acquainted with 
them. He has found the American giris and women 
in every town in which he has been more beautiful 
because they were more intelligent than the Parisian. 
He says they are not perhaps so keen of perception, 
for a Parisian’s life is different from an American's, 
but they are basically better supplied with knowl- 
edge, and this understanding and intelligence is bound 
to be seen in their countenances. In the Parisian one 
recognizes shrewdness, a birdlike quickness that de- 
tracts tremendously from the beauty of ‘the woman 
in the artist's eyes. 

“Comparison? You want me to compare the two 
races of women as I see her?” Mr. Mucha laughed 
“Well, to begin with, let's take the Parisian woman's 
color. Nearly all Parisian women of great beauty are 
dark. One grows tired of dark women to paint from. 
The similarity in color makes a monotony and a same- 
mess that will pall even on one who is not an artist. 
With this coloring you have a temperament, and 
nearly all Parisian women’s temperaments are pretty 
28 the game. Tou see one woman, you see them 


* 
Finds the American Girl Changeable. 

“In America you see one woman, and in her you 
have a dosen. She is as changeable and as variable 
as the wind. In her lightning moods she is a won- 
Gerful help to the artist, and a great deal of trouble 
which he experiences in grasping something he can- 
not find in a Parisian woman or model he is given 
suddenly, perhaps unexpectedly, by a slight change 
in the mood of an American model. She either un- 
Gerstands what he wants to accomplish or is mentally 
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% responsive that she perceives the point at Thiem 


he wishes to arrive. 

“The Parisian woman’s eyes are wonderful. There 
is no disputing that. But they are not as wonderful 
as the American girl's. ° 


“The Parisian woman's eyes are wonderful de- rs 


cause they are trained—they are the eyes of the ac- 
tress, they are all alike. You know that with certain 
expressions the eyes are to be so, with another expres- 
sion the eyes will match. | 

With the American girl the eyes are different. They 
are as the Creator made them. They are not trained, 
like little circus dogs, and they are of such varied 
shapes, sizes, and colors that unless one is an artist 
and has made a study of these details he can hardly 
appreciate the wonder of the American woman’s eyé. 
1 do not mean the American woman who belongs 
to high society, for we find society the same the world 
over. But I mean the eyes of the girl in. the shop, 
who waits on you over the counter, the girl who, not 
being acquainted with tricks of the eyes, has en- 
hanced the wonder of her own by her lack of coquet- 
tish mimicry. 

“One of the greatest charme about the American 
face is its unassumed innocence, The blush of an 
American girl is entrancing; it is something we do not 
often find in the girls of Paris, and the lack of affec- 
tation is one of the American girl's greatest charms. 


* 
Always Can Find Suitable Model. 

“In making my pictures I begin to work without a 
model. This has always been my method. First have 
a definite idea of what you want to make and then 
look for the model to fill the void. 

“In working in this manner I have searched the 
city from end to end looking for models, and I have 
always found what I wanted. In Paris you may not 
do this, because it will be useless; you will find the 
same eyes, same hair, same features, generally, and 
you will go back to the studio discouraged. 

In America you want a model with a certain type 
of face; you go out in the shops and you find her. 
You may have to look all day, you may have to look 
for two days, but you will find her. What do you find 
in this girl? Grace—unaffected, simple grace. You 
generally find a complexion fair, delicate, and beauti- 
ful; you do not have to paint a delicate flesh tint from 
an olive complexion. : 

“I have heard much of the wonder of the Parisian 
girl's hair. True, it is good, and usually there is much 
of it. But many times it is too coarse. It is gen- 
erally dark. I have seen wonderful heads of hair in 
America in all shades that could be desired, and the 
red haired woman is splendid to paint. 

“There is a great difference in the character of the 
American and Parisian hair. The beauties of Paris 
have beautiful hair, but it is crisp, greatly dressed, 
and seems artificial The American hair is soft, 
fluffy, and falls in natural waves about the face. When 
the American woman dresses her hair she accom- 
plishes a great feat—she makes it look as though it 
were naturally intended to look so.” 

From a discussion of hair the artist passed to 
praise of the American girl’s throat. 

“You may look among the women of all nations 
and you will not find a throat like it.“ he asserted. 
“The throat is graceful, full, sinuous. The neck 
slender and long. When I want a throat to paint from, 
one that I need not work over and create from my 
imagination, I find it in the American girl. 


* 
Beats the French Girl on Feet. 

Feet? Well, you know Paris was famed for Tril- 
by by Du Maurier’s splendid work. but, to tell the 
truth, I don't like the Parisian models feet. They are 
not perfect by a great deal, and the reason is—just 
shoes. 

“The. Parisian woman will always wear the French 
heel. She knows it win ruin the real beauty of her 
foot, but on it ges, rain or shine, and as a result 
the toes are cramped and the foot is distorted. Since 
the low heel—not too low, I mean, but fairly low 
heel—has come into vogue here I will wager the 
women’s feet have improved. It is far easier to find 
perfect feet among men or women who work and can- 
not afford shoes of the fantastic sort than to find 
them among the pampered women.

ege Pdpers Offer Places. 

All ar — positions mentioned as being 
open to the student are without the field of 
the college, but within the large universities 
themselves the Chicago student finds many 
jobs waiting for him. 

One university alone boasts of one daily, 
one monthly, and an annual book, not to men- 
tion the programs of the baseball and f 
ball games. These publications are managed 
by the students themselves and are money- 
makers. For instance, the university Gaily 
paper mentioned is a real daily containing 
more pages than many papers published in 
a good sized town, printing half tone pictures 


and obtaining considerable advertising. The 


editorial positions are open to any student, 
poor as well as rich, and are gained through 
competition. 

These editorial positions pay well, both for 
the daily, the monthly, and the annual. Be- 
sides the jobs on the paper thete are places 


open for advertising solicitors. The needy 


students are employed exclusively by the 
editors of the papers in getting ade. A cer- 
tain percentage is paid for each ad, and as 
the business men whose trade depends large- 
ly on the college men know that these papers 


are their best advertising mediums, the ads 
’ 


are easy to get. 

The programs for the baseball games, foot- 
ball games,

Waiters and Tutors Make Money. 

The student walter is common all over the 
country, but in the large institutions around 
Chicago there are more places open for him. 
One of the universities has a large com- 
mons” where none but student waiters are 
employed. 

Tutors in the Chicago colleges and univer- 
sities are paid ag high as $2 an hour, and 
there is plenty, of work fer @ good tutor 
around exa mation time. In the small 


schools tutors are considered a luxury, are 
paid much less, and there are a dozen r 


applicants for each job. 

As high as $1,500 a year has been mae by 

a student in Chicago who had nothing to help 
him but his own efforts. Using this money 
in even a fairly careful way, the student 
would be able to gain an education, live easy, 
and have money in the bank to start him in 
life when he was ready to meet the world 


Cry of ‘Come to Chicago.” 

To the student working his way. through 
the small colleges in the small towns in the 
country,.the Chlieago man dependent on his 
.own effort crys aloud: ‘Come to Chicago 
and make more money and spend more if 

necessary, as it probably will be, but don't 
be satisfied to save ang starve in the small 
towns.” The student's expenses may be 
more, although they often do not exceed 
$250, and the average is less than $400, but 
there are far better chances to make money, 
to make it easier, and to become acquainted 
with business men who, if the student proves 
his worth in his undergraduate days, will be 
willing if not anxious to employ him when 
he has said good-by to the college.

The Interlaken School is a boarding school for 
boys between 9 and 18, unlike any other school in 
this country.

System Is Elastic. 

But women will be scared away if such 
a college course as this is necessary,” many 
people will say. “ I thought domestic science 
was made up ot cooking and shirtwaists.”’ 
So it is and the best part of household 
science is the elasticity which makes it pos- 
sible to have a nice balance between theory 
and practice. The shirtwaist class has been 
put in as supplementary to the dressmaking 
classes, in realization of the fact that all 
departments of dreesmaking are becoming 
more and more specialized. Here the girl 
can come who wants to make a few pretty 
waists for herself under direction, or the one 
can come who is anxious to grasp the whole 
principie of waistmaking. 

Millinery and dressmaking are given in 
the same way. What perhaps appeals more 
to the average woman of the home is the 
faet that she can now come to a domestic 
science school and see some cooking prin- 
ciple demonstrated every week. 

She can come and hear a lecture on a salad, 
and see a salad made from the dressing to 
the garnishing. 

She can taste it and take the recipe home 
with her and have enough to work on in 
subjects for cooking lessons in her home 
for a week. It is the same with every recog- 
nized branch of the cuisine and with every 
practical household department, as fireless 
cookery, serving, and table decoration, and 
on to household accounts, These are only 
a few of the things that the domestic science 
course offers to the housekeeper, 

One step which has lately been taken by 
Chicago domestic science is an aMiliation 
with nursing. What is called home nurs- 
ing is taught and this is complete enough 
to supplement professional nursing and of 
course in some cases take the place of ft. 


Kindergarten Course Popular. 

Ever since the first kindergarten colleges 
were established in Chicago, it wae realized 
by daughters of many families that kinder- 
garten was not merely a professional way of 
caring for other people's children. More than 
one Chicago girl has taken a kindergarten 
course as preparation for her own marriage 
and more than one matron for the training 
of her own children. N is only lately, how. 
ever, that the domestic science schools have 
formed an alliance with kindergarten col- 
leges. Practice and actual residence in Ger- 
trude house is part of the extension of one of 
the schools. The course is also arranged to 
include nurses accepted on probation by train- 
ing schools for various hospitals. Nurses 
entering this course receive instruction at 
the school, living in their training schoo) and 
having their practice work there. The 
courses offered show the close alliance of 
cooking with nursing and are worth mention- 
ing as threads in the never ending woof that 
has ts warp in household science. Cooking, 
cleaning, food values, and serving, physi- 
ology, anatomy, bacteriology, hygiene, medi- 
cal ethics, printing, and chemistry are the 

resent list. The women who chooses to 
understand all sides of her profession may 
indeed go inte widely diverging study paths 
and net go outside the realm of ‘‘ Domestic 
Science.“ 


New in the Field of Study. 

A peculiar position of household arts and 
sciences is one that comes from its compara- 
tive newness as a field of study. The people 
who make its students are the people who are 
working already in its different branches. 
This makes a @ifficulty in arranging time, 
length, and thoroughness for class schedules. 
An effort to meet this has always been made 
in interlapping courses and review, a system 
which is being gradually perfected. 

This year, the September classes have been 
organized for the cooking and sewing work. 
This is called the “summer school,“ and 
those entering it will find it possible toearna 
certain number of credits toward the degree. 


Its first benefits will be felt by the public 
school teachers, in the system of credits 
which is in use In gaining a point above a cer- 
tain salary mark and in the credits for pro- 
motion. 

THEATRICAL SCHOOLS 

OF HIGH REPUTE. 
NE wishing to study anything from 
grand opera to dance poems should 
come to Chicago. The Chicago schools 
are capable of turning out anything 
from a star in Carmen to a sou- 
brette in vaudeville. Furthermore, Chicago 
each year is becoming more and more of a 
producing center, so that the graduates from 
these schools have more chance of getting a 
job than if they studied ina less favored city. 

The men and women at the head of the 
schools of acting, schools of stage dancing, 
and schools of stage singing keep in touch 
with the producers, and their students are 
given a chance rather than the students from 
an unknown school. The recommendation of 
these teachers carries weight with the the- 
atrical managers because in the past many 
talented students have been recruited from 
the Chicago schools. 

One school that teaches Italian and Eng- 
lish grand opera makes the claim that its stu- 
dents secure engagements abroad when the 
students have even a small repertoire ready. 
Another school managed by a practical actor 


five years standing provides a fully equipped 
stage for rehearsals and public perform- 


A well known school of acting in the city 
lays claim to the honor of securing more en- 
gagements for its graduates than any similar 
school in America. Still another school of 
long standing offers the student practical 
stage training, including stage business, dan-

most part managed by men of reputation and 
standing.

Big Field for Law Student. 

The visitor, however, may have chosen the 
study of law. In his own town the best 
practical education he might have obtained 
would be in a corner grocery, where the 
vender of provisions was a justice of the 
peace and the town law library consisted of a 
book of forms of disorderly conduct or 
chicke ing and a code of loca) ordi- 
nances. 

In this metropolitan. city he not only hes 
the law universities, where lectures are de- 
livered by the most eminent professors who 
propound and exemplify Blackstone, but - 
brariés where can be found text books com- 
piled from the feudal tenures to modern 
statutes and annotated decisions rendered 
by the jurists of every court of jurisprudence 
in the land, including enen ot foreign 
languages. 

Another advantage has thie student: Chi- 
cago’s courts include every jurisdiction, from 
the debtor’s court to the federal branches, 
where controversies are had for the collec- 
tion of a week's salary to the determination 
of litigation over the anti-trust laws. This 
students of the law is entitled to enjoy the 
vast benefits to be derived in attending these 
trials, which always are open to h 

It instructs bim in the practical trial ofa 
case, although he may receive some benefits 
of trials in his law school, where moot courts 
are frequent. He, however, can best learn 
the art of cross examination by his presence 
in the courts, which art incidentally is pos- 
sessed by few | vocates. 


Best Courses Offered. 

There.exist likewise the same benefits in 
the institutions of medicine and surgery. 
In his home town about the only evidence of 
a professional in this line is the physician, 
who probably has no fival in the neighbor - 
hood. The student finds his way to the 
medical university in Chicago. He first is 
given his preliminary education. He phen 
receives the practical illustrations of how 
to dissect the anatomy. He is given the op- 
portunities of attending at the operating 
table. He may visit the county hospital, 
which is completely equipped, and familiar- 
ize himself with its wonderful up to date 
discoveries in the treatment of its patients, 
In a word, when he finally obtains his parch- 
ment he has been accorded every conceivable 
benefit of practice in the medical school 
as well as any institution where he properly 
could be instructed in the a aes work 
of his profession. 


Environment Fits the Study. 
Chicago, however, also isa center. for. 
reference material of all natures. Its li- 
braries, its art igstitutes, its homes of 
music, where that elevated science is taught, 
its places where opportunity is given for 


the study of sociology, and, in fact, all 


other branches of study. 

Environment has a vital effect in the 
course of study pursued by the student. Or- 
chestra hall, where some of the best music 
of the world is to be heard, is within the 
loop. In the Fine Arts bullding are located 
studios of the foremost painters and sculp- 
tors of the city, and the study of their works 
is free to the student. The Art institute, 
with its magnificent collections, ie in the 
immediate vitinity. The public library is 
but a few blocks distant, while the Newberry 
and Crerar libraries are easily accessible. 
Many studios in the vicinity have become 
a center in the educational life of Chicago, 
where greatest opportunities in modern lit- 
erature and the drama are studied and pre- 
sented before audiences of musical, literary, 
and artistic people. 

Art Institute’s Great Work. 


The Art institute is in its truest sense a 
great public institution. The pupils of the 
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Treasure House of Beience. 

The Field Columbian museum is a me- 
morial of, the greatest exposition the wodrid 
ever has wn and of incalculable value to 
the students e museum is divided into de- 
partments of industria! arts, the world's 
railway,” botany and plant econémics, in- 
cluding forestry, zotlogy, mineralogy, 0 
ogy, and many others. \ 

It is one of the most marvelous and re 
equipped museums on this continent. From 
the ruins of the world’s fair the energy and 
generosity of a public spirited citizen filled 
one of the most splendid scientific treasure, 
honses of this. country. When the great 
$8,000,000 structure shall occupy ite place in 
Grant park the city will have come into full 
possession of the great gift. 


Social Settlement Idea. 

The social settlement idea has taken firm 
root in Chicago and is flourishing. To the 
student of sociology it has given the greatest 
laboratories of humanity that are to be found 

on the continent. 

Back of the great Union stockyards is the 
University ot Chicago settlement. Of the 
30,000 people who work in the stockyards per- 
haps three-fourths live in the vicinity of this 
settlement. Representatives of almost every 
nationality of Europe are citizens of this 
community and are given the advantages of 
the settlement. 

Gad's Hill settlement is an ideal organiza- 
tion. It accords every sort of entertainment 
for those who take advantage of its institu- 
tion in the southwest portion of the city. 

The first settlement in o and the 
gecond to be established in t 83 was 
Hull house in South Halsted street. In al- 
most every direction streams of social and 
intellectual life have been set in motion by 
Hull house. It has college extension courses 
‘which supplement the evening high schools 
and business colleges. The most popular con- 
tinuous courses are literature, language, 
music, art, history, mathematics, and draw- 
ing. 

The Chicago public Hbrary is one of the 


It 
contains more than 300,000 volumes of his- 
tory, arts, and sciences, poetry, drama, es- 
says, language encyclopaedias, periodicals, 
government and state publications, fiction 
and even books for the blind 8 

The actual and prospective development 
of the Chicago public library as a great lend- 
ing library and of the Newberry library as a 
great reference library in certain fields influ- 
enced the trustees of the Crerar library to 
create a reference library embracing such 
departments as were not fully occupied by 
any other existing library in Chicago, and 
limiting the number of departments.

People in every walk 
of life are to be found there at all times. 
Persons of every profession and many with- 
out seek to quench their thiret for wisdom. 
Theologians sit side by side with heretics 
and agnostics reading the same books 
though so vastly apart in beliefs. There 
you may see doctors of medicine and clergy- 
men, professors from various universities, 
and clubwomen from all parts of the city’s 
suburbs seeking information on every sub- 
ject in preparing papers. Men who are stu- 
dents of political economy and civil engi- 
neers are seeking reference books at this 
library, students of chemistry; astronorhy, 
and philosophy sit there day after day. 

In a word, the Newberry library is said to 
be one of the most thoroughly equipped in- 
stitutions in the world.

The library of the Art institute embraces 
works for teachers, lecturers, authors, cura- 
tors, etc., and was originally intended for 
students and members of the Art institute, 
but practically made free to any serious stu- 
dent of art.

Game week last var. 997,100 
Those West Lake street property owners 
who complained a few days ago before the 
Doard of review that their properties were 
euffering serious decreases in value, owing 
to the disreputable character of much of the 
eccupancy in that neighborhood, undoubted- 
placed their fingers on the cause of the 
deveppment of State street from Van 
Buren to Polk street, and the reason for 
the relatively low range of land values in that 
As trict. 

For three or four years past good judges 
of central business property and those who 
have watched the trend of business in that 
district have looked to see an era of progress 
and rapid development strike this section 
with an accompanying sharp increase In land 
values, and several prominent investors have 
bought more or less liberally there under this 
Pellet. 

They have reasoned that with the rapid 
expansion of business in the central retail 
@istrict some place must be found for this 
steadily accumulating overflow, and what 
thoroughfare, they asked, promises to be so 
great a beneficiary from this as South State 
Street, the great, main artery of the retail 
business of the city. 

Improvement Is Noticed. 

There has been considerable improvement, 
But nothing approaching the extent there 
should have been considering the rapid busi- 
meses growth of the city. The drift instead 


bas been toward Wabash and Michigan ave- 


nues, where many great new buildings have 
been erected, and where store rents and land 
values have mounted upwards at an exceed- 
ingly rapid rate. 

State street, north of Van Buren, where 
reputable business conditions prevail, has 
flourished, and in the block between Van 
Buren street and Jackson boulevard nothing 
can be touched at less than $10,000 a front 
foot, if even at that, and from this minimum 
the figures run up to dizgy heights as Jack- 
gon boulevard is approached, as witness the 
Asking price which the Leiter estate has 


placed on the Spaulding jewelry store prop- 


erty, at the southeast corner of the boule- 
vard—namely: 4 per cent. on $50,000 a front 


foot. 

On the other hand, when Van Buren street 
fie croseed and the unsavory levee district 
i entered upon land values practicalilg are 
cut in two, improvements are on a small 


@eale, and the demand for high class busi- 


mess occupancy not approrach that on 
Wabash avenue. he reason unquestiona- 
bly is to be found in the multitude of disrep- 
utable. resorts along the street in this vicini- 
ty, Which will not mix with legitimate buai- 
mess any more than oil with water. 

The astonishing thing about it all is that 
the property owners, by their short sighted 
policy, are directly responsible for the delay 
in the bringing of improved conditions into 
the strect here, and from which they would 
be the chief beneficiaries. 

There is little doubt that with concerted 
@ction they could in a comparatively short 
time bring about a great change for the bet- 
ter and one which would inure to their own 
Snancia! benefit. 


Change Seems Certain. 

That this change will come in time there 
is no doubt, if for no other reason than the 
pressing demands of legitimate business, 
which is certain to require all this district 
for its needs, but it seems strange that 
Property owners, will continue so persist- 
ently to\stand in their own light and thus 
@elay the coming ot better days. 

In & market way the one particular bright 
feature of the week was the announcement 


that the W. M. Hoyt company, wholesale 
grocers, had purchased from the Seavern - 
-Bilevator company the old Alton A elevator 


Property at Twenty-second street and the 
@outh branch of the river as a site for their 
mew business location. The removal of this 
prominent and old established firm from the 
central district to an outside location, fol- 
lowing’ the example of Sprague, Warner & 
Co., Montgomery Ward & Co., and the Steele- 
Wedeles company. is a noteworthy event, but 
it becomes of special interest by reason of 
the fact that the removal is to be to the 
south branch district instead of the north 
branch, where all the concerns mentioned 
have gone. The Hoyt company is pioneer- 
fing in going into this south district. and the 
move is certain to attract no end of interest 
in real estate circles, and is likely to be the 
fererunner to a more rapid development of 
the section in question.
